GENERAL LOCKOUT DUE 


TO KING MILL STRIKE 


Twenty Thousand People Affected 
and $50,000 a Week in Wages 
Cease—Every Mill in the 
Augusta Distect Is 
Involved, 


Augusta, Ga., April %.—(special.)—rhne 
gtrike in Augusta is progressing along 
the schedule already mapped out. The 
King: mill operatives began their strike 
Monday morning, as has been puiblisned, 
and this evening, at the close of the day’s 
work, all miffs shut down on @ general 
lockout. ‘Ine bells will not ring tomor- 
row in any mill in the uAugsta district, and 
the fight will be on in earnest between 
the manufacturers and the textile union. 

The lockout involves all the cotton mills 
in the city of Augusta and the Aiken Man- 
ufacturing Company, of Bath, S. C.; the 
Warrenville Manufacturing Company, of 
Warrenville, 8. C.; the ee 

Company, of Graniteville, 5. 
ufacturing pany ce.ces age tog 
pany, at Langley, S. ©. These — 
though located in South Carolin, have 
their headquarters fn the elty of Augus- 
ta, and their presidents pelong tod the 
local Manufacturers’ Association. They 
have always been classed as Augusta 
mills, the presidents of the mills all being 
citizens of Augusta, and the business be- 
ing transacted here.

operative slipped the belt from the pulley 
which ran his loom or spindle, and with- 
out a word of cheer or excitement of any 
kind, the 1,100 operatives quietly filed 
out of the mill. ‘inere was no excitement 
or hilarity. 

Here and there there was an operator 
who declined to take part in tne strike, 
and continued ‘at his post. 

Up in one of the weave rooms ‘an old 
man and ‘two small boys continued at 
work in one corner of the room, and 
President L. A. Thomas, of the King 
Manufacturing Company, who was walk- 
ing through the mill, spied fre weaver at 
work. Going over to his loom, Mr. Thomas 
said: 

“T am giad to see you have the pluck 
to continue at work.’’ 

Old Man and Thomas. 

fn the noise of the loom ‘the old man 
did not hear Mr. Thomas’ remark, but 
he exclaimed: “| am going to run it as 
Jong as the macninery runs, and what in 
the hell have you got to do with it?”

FOR BICAMIST 


Ne Is Said To Have Married 
Miss Ola Charles, of Atlanta, 


Burnett’s Wife Living in Atlanta 
When Marriage Took Place—He 
Denies Whole Affair—Miss 
Charles Has Identi- 
fied Prisoner. 


Charged with committing bigamy under 
the most peculiar and sensational circum- 
stances, B. C. Burnett, a well Known 
railroad man, was locked up in the Tow- 
er last Thursday and he has been there 
ever since, the affair having been Kept a 
profound secret until now. 

Burnett denies the whole story and says 
if he married a scond time while his 
first wife was living he must have been 
tem»orarily demented from the effects of 
whisky. 

The young lady in the case 1s Miss Ola 
Charles, of No. 18 Capttol place. She mar- 
ried a man whom gave his name as Clark 
Sharpe and whom she no wstates is Bur- 
nett. It was a runaway match and Miss 
Charles’ relatives knew nothing of it un- 
til after the wedding. 

Three days after Miss Charles had mar- 
ried “‘Sharpe’’ he disappeared and an in- 
vestigation led her to believe that she 
had been basely deceived. 

Tracking the Deceiver. 

The case was placed in the hands of city 
detectives and efforts were made to lo- 
cate the truant husband. A few days ago 
it was learned that Sharpe hed gone to 
Florida, amd this led the officers to se- 
cure evidence going to show that Burnett 
and Sharpe were the same person. 

Burnett was indicted before the grand 
jury and Deputy Sheriff Shropshire went 
to Orlando, Fla., after him, it having been 
ascertained that he had gone there. 

Last Thursday Burnett was @-ought to 
Atlanta and placed in ‘the Tower. Since

GOVERNOR McSWEENEY.

John W. Starke, of Rich- 
mond, Expresses Regret

“Richniond, Va., April 8, 1902.—To Hon. 
Edgar Allan, United States Attorney, Vir- 
ginia. Dear Sir: I regret very much any 
rert that I took in the le‘ter that was 
sent.to..the. presidcnt-and hope that the 


authorities will be as lenien as possible | 


With me. Yours respectfully, 
“JOHN W. STARKE.” 


The judge informed the grand jury that 
it was a fact that the authorities obvious- 
ly desired an ending of the matter, and 
that the court believed that this was the 
best thing to do. He, however, informed 
the grand jury that it still had the right 
and power to investigate the matter fur- 
ther, if it desired 10 do so, whereupon the 
grond jury retired to its rocm, and after 
remaining a short time returned to the 
cmirt room and throvgh the foreman said 
that it had no further business before it. 

This, was practically a report to the 
effect that the jury d‘d not desire to mike 
any further irvestigation of the matter. 
Siarke- was then called to the bar of th- 
court, and after a few kindly words of 
adinonition by the judge to tne effect 
that he should be more careful in the fu- 
ture, he was formally discharged.

HISTORIC SPOTS: VISPTED 
NY PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 


At the Banquet at Night President 
Spoke in Glowing Terms of’ the 
Progress of South Carolina. 
Address of Governor 
McSweeney. 


Charleston, April 8.—The hope of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last night that he might 


see sunshine in the morning was fully j 


ralized. The downpour of rain which 
had marked the trip almost from the 
moment of departure had ceased, the 
heavy black clouds disappeared and the 
day broke with a cloudless sky. 

The journey to Charleston was made 
entirely without accident. To guard 
against any possibility of this nature the 
Southern railway officials sent a pilot 
engine ahead of the president's special. 
Every detail of the trip was carried out 
urder the. direction of .Colonel L. S. 
Brown, general agent, who accompanied 
the party from Washington. 

The president and Mrs; Roosevelt were 
early risers, and welcomed the sunshine 
as it made it possible to carry out the 
programme which had been arranged for 
the entertainment of the visitors. The 
president retired last night before the 
state line of North Carolina was reached, 

At Summerville, 22 miies from Charles- 
ton the party was met by a special com- 


} mittee, headed by Mayor Smyth, Captain 


F. W. Wagener, president of the exposi- 
tion, and J. C, Hemphill, who accom<- 
panied the president on the remainder 
of the journey. : | 
Charleston Greets President. 

All Charleston was up and out this 
morning to do honor to. the president, 
and from the time of ar#ival within the 
corporate limits of the @ity to boarding 
the steamer it was continuous ovation. 

The president’s train reached Charles- 
ton at 9:50 a. m., on-time. The party 
cid not come into the*¢ity, but left the 


| train five miles out, where trolley cars 


were waiting to convey them to the 
naval station to take the revenue cutter 
for a tour of the harbor. The president’s 
immediate party went directly to the 
naval station, where they were joined in 
a few moments by members of the re- 
ception committee and invited guests 
from the city. 

A guard of thirty militiamen wags sta- 
tioned about the approaches of the train 
and stood at present arms as the presi- 
dent landed. At.the naval] station fifty 
men of the militia were posted, main- 
taining picket lines about the reservation 
and none was allowed within the lines, 
except such as had special passes. 

The president and his party were 
shewn about the station and then were 
conducted to the pier, where the revenue 
cutter Algonquin was in waiting. As 
the president set foot on the deck the 
flag of the commander in chief of the 
army and navy was raised, and the 
jackies were paraded, while a salute of 
twenty-one guns was (fired. In the 
Stream the cutters Forward and Hamil- 
ton were lying, and further down toward 
the city were the cruiser Cincinnati and 
the training ships Topeka‘and Lancaster. 


Tour of the Harbor. 

After the committee and guests had 
gone aboard the Algonquin started on a 
tour of the harbor. Passing down Cooper 
river a fine view of the city and the open- 
ing of the bay was presented. The weath- 
er was perfect. There was not a cloud 
in the sky and a gentile breeze blew from 
the ocean, with just a bracing touch in 
it not chill enough to require overcoats 
Passing into the ‘bay the Algonquin came 
abreast of the cruiser Cincinnati, whose 
decks were manned with her crew, as wel! 
as ‘the Topeka and Lancaster. As the 
president’s vessel passed each ship a sa- 
lute of twenty-one guns was fired. Off 
the fortifications of Sullivans island the 
Algonquin was greeted with the same 
welcome and she passed out to the ocean 
with gay streamers amid a chorus of 
guns. Just a little run to the sea and the 
Algonquin turned ‘about and reentered the 
harbor, passing around historic Fort Sum- 
ter. While steaming up the bay lunch- 
eon was served in the cabin of the cutter. 
A short run was made 
river, giving a view of the city’s western 
water front, and then the ship was head- 
ed back for the landing, where a troop 
of the Charleston Light Dragoons was 
in waiting to escort the president to his 
headquarters at the St. John hotel. 

All the arrangements were excellent 
and there was not a break in the pro- 
gramme. The president seemed in hign 
spirits and entered with keen zest into 
all’ the features of the occasion. 

Roosevelt at Sumter. 

T Mey president, accompanied by a few 
of his party and members of the recep- 
tion committee, boarded a small steamer 
which came alongside the revenue cut- 
ter and were taken over to Fort Sumter. 
A company of artillery was standing at 
attention when the president landed and 
immediately went through a gun drill, 
the immense 12-inch disappearing guns 
being manipulated in a manner to excite 
the admiration of all. A tour was. then 
made through the fort. A small hurri- 
cane was blowing at the time and al- 
though the president was wearing a soft 
hat, it was caught and went soaring into 
the air, the president making a vain effort 
to catch it. Private Frederick Dent, of 
the artillery corps, came to the rescue 
and quickly recovered it. ‘President 
Roosevelt grasped him by the hand and 
thanked him most cordially. He also 
complimented the men on their expert 
handling of the guns. 

Upon arriving at the wharf the presi- 
dent, escorted by a troop of cavalry, was 
driven to the palatial residence of Andrew 
Simonds, where an informal reception 
was held and a buffet luncheon gerved, 
after which the party was escorted to 
the St. John hotel and a brief rest taken,

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GAYNOR MOCKS 
AT UNCLE SAM 


Alleged Accomplice of Car- 
ter Defies United States 
to Extradite Him. 


MARION ERWIN TO BE SENT 
TO GET THE FUGITIVES 


Gaynor and Greene Closely Watched 
by Government Detectives—Gay- 
nor Boasts That He Can- 
not Be Brought Back 
to Court. 
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Syracuse, N. Y., April 8.—A representa- 
tive of The Herald has returned from 
Quebec, where he saw John F. Gaynor 
and B. D. Greene, who are wanted at 
Savannah, Ga., for trial in the United 
States courts on charges of defrauding 
the government in contract work in that 
harbor. / 

In an interview Gaynor said they knew 
before they went to Canada that they 
could not be extradited under the present 
indictments, otherwise they would not 
have gone there. Should they be extra- 


diced on new indictments, ‘he added, they , 


must be tried of those indictments, and 
in his opinion conviction could not be 
secured upon them, pues 

Informed that Chief Wilkie disclaimed 
any effort to bring the fugitives back, 
and that the miatter rested with the de- 
partment of justice, Gaynor said: 

“That doesn’t look as if they were do- 
ing very much. If they afe so sure they 
have us, why don’t they do something? 
We are here ready to be taken back 
why don’t they come and get us if they 
can? Let them take us if they can. They 
cant do it. That’s the reason and they 
know that they can’t do it.” 

Erwin Will Go to Canada. 

Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—Dis- 
trict Attorney Marion Erwini, who has 
been in Washington for some time on 
business connec.ed with the Gaynor- 
Greene cases, will, it is. understood, be 
sent to Canada to handle the case for 
the United States as-soon as formal] ap- 
plication is made to the Canadian offic- 
jals for the extradition of Colone] Gay- 
noreand Captain Greene. It ig thought 
this plan of action was resolved upon 
during the conference Mr. Erwin had to- 
day with Solicitor weneral Richards. Mr. 
Erwin when seen after the conference 
declined to say whether he would be 
sent to Canada, but said he would prob- 
ably be absent from \.eorgia for some 
time in pushing the cases against Gay- 
nor and Greene. 

The extradition of Greene and Gaynor 
will be requested by Secretary Hay under 
one of the particular crimes specified in 
the treaty, Meanwhile the department 
of justice is keéping close trace of the fu- 
gitives through detectives who are watch- 
ing their every movement. It js the in- 
tention of the government ti push the 
case as rapidlily as possible and offictals 
will be ready to oppose any effort made 
by the fugitives to prevent their extra- 
dition. 


VIRGINIA LAW IS ATTACKED 


By the House Committee in the 
Walker-Rhea Case. 
Washington, April 8.(Special.)—In tha 
contested election case of Representative 
Lever, the committee on elections No. 1 
has decide? tc make a unanimcus report 
in favor of the contestec. Mr. Lever, and 
has ordered all expenses of the case paid. 
This is the old election case of Dantzler 
v. Stokes, which was pending at the time 
of Dr. Stokes’ -death. Representative 
Lever, us Dr. Stokes’ successor, became 
the cortestee in the case. The contestant, 
A. D. Dantzier, is a necro from Orange- 
burg, who contested the election on the 
ground that the report of the committee 
was unconstitutional. There {fs no doubt 
that the report of the’ committee ‘will he 
adopted by the house, thowch it wil! prob- 
ably not be submitted for some time vat. 
A criticism of the election law of Vir- 
ginia is made in the report filed today 
by house elections committee No. 3 
in the case of James A. Walker versus 
William F. Rhea. from the ninth distMct 
of Virginia. The committee reports in 
favor of Rhea, as the contestant has died. 
The election law is criticised as “repug- 
nant to all lovers of fair play and hon- 
est elections.”” An appeal is made to the 
constitutional convention of: Virginia and 
to the general assembly to make changes 
which will insure a fair and free vote 

and an honest count. 

Representative Johnson, of South Caro- 
lina, dissents from that part of the re- 
port making ‘“‘strictures on the laws and 
the people of Virginia.”

'RELIEF TO BE GIVEN 


TO SUFFERING CUBA 
BY DEMOCRATIC AID 


CUBA NOT MADE 
PARTY QUESTION 


Ne hetion Taken at Cooference 


by the House Democrats 


Each Member Is Free To Vote as He 
Pleases on the Pending Reso- 
lut‘on—Democrats, How- 
ever, Will Offer Many 
Amendments.

Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—The 
democrats of the house devoted three 
hours tonight to discussing the questions 
involved in the Cubdan reauction bill, the 
net result being an understanding to leave 
individual members to act as they may 
choose upon the final vote. 

The special purpose of the conference 
wus to consider the action that would be 
taken upon the different amendments 
looking to the other tar:m reductions that 
would. be proposed. It was ascertained 
after a pretty free discussion that the mi- 
nority members of the ways and means 
committee are unanimous in their support 
of the amendments that were submitted 
by Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, and 
upon the reduction of the differential upon 
refined sugar, which imeans that there 
will be unity of action among democrats 
in supporting all such efforts at more gen- 
eral tariff reductions. 

There was a general interchange of 
views upon the main question in the Cu- 
ban reciprocity bill, put there was no 
effort to make the reduction @ party 
question, it having been understood that 
that this was a conference and not a cau- 
cus, 


Majority for Measure. 

While it clearly developed that a ma- 
jority of the democrats would vote for the 
20 per cent reduction, the majority showed 
no disposition to bind the minority, it 
being conceded that the question was one 
upon which members might differ without 
raising any doubt as to their democracy. 

The result of the conference leaves each 
democratic member free to exercise his 
individual opinion ang it is generally be- 
Heved that this will result if the passage 
of the reciprocity Dill, as the test vote 
in the house today showed about sixty 
democratic members for the ll, which 
will more than offset the frepwblican 
defection from the measure. 

Burleson Resolution. 

The main discussion occurred on 2 res- 
olution presented by Representative 
Burleson, of Texas, proposing a 20 per cent 
tariff reduction on a number of specified 
articles, a substitute by Representative 
Sulzer, of New York, proposing 50 per 
cent reciprocity with Cuba and an amend- 
ment by Representative Newlands, of Ne- 
vada, that this 650 per cent concession 
be accompanied by a proposition of an- 
nexation. Mr. Burleson’s resolution spec- 
ified that the 20 per cent reduction should 
be on nalls, barbed wire, fencing wire, 
cotton bagging, cotton ties, binding twine 
and wood pulp used in making printing pa- 
per; also that the differential be taken off 
sugar. 

The debate took a wide range and final- 
ly all of the foregoing propositions were 
laid on the table, practically without op- 
position, as it had become evident that no 
united action could be secured on any of 
the plans proposed. As the conference 
had been without result a resolution was 
adopted before adjournment that all of 
the proceedings should be secret.

As the roll was 
being called leaders on both sides of the 
chamber kept a close record, especial in- 
terest being manifested in the attitude 
of derccratic men.bers. Republican lead- 
ers have realized that their desire to 
pass the bill witbout the aid of demy- 
cratic votes could not be fulfilled. Demo- 
cratic votes are, therefofe, needed, and 
evory democrat’s response was eagerly 
awaited.

Payne Opens the Debate. 

Mr. Payne, the republican leader, 
opened the debate for the b:]] today in a 
strong speech, which commanded close 
attention from both sides of the house. 

Mr. Payne declared that if Cuba was to 
have.a chance to become a free and in- 
dependent republic it was absolutely 
necessary to tide her over the present 
crisis. The 20 per cent reduction would 
gave the planters from bankruptcy until 
the removal of the bounty system in Eu- 
zope which the Brussels conference abol- 
ished to take effect September 1, 1903. 
It was hoped this would result in the re- 
turn of sugar to its normal price. 

Mr. Payne declared that he had not 
been ready to make this concession un- 
til he became convinced that it would in- 
jure no American industry. He charged 
that a portion’ of the opposition to this 
bill was in reality seeking to. bring abont 
free trade with Cuba. 

It was noticeable that Mr. Payne ad- 
dressed his remarks almost entirely to 
those republicans who are opposing rect- 
procity. He seldom ever looked over to- 
ward the democrats on the other side 
of the political aisle. Mr. Payne was 
very insistent in his contention that the 
Cuban planters would reap the entire 
advantage f020 per cent reduction of the 
duty, and that the suger trust would get 
nothing. 

Mr. Payne produced a report from 
Governor Wood, which showed that up to 
April 2 there had been ground 584,259 
tons, of which the trust held options cn 
8,28 tons, other Americans 2,195 tons and 
%.648 tons had been exported to the 
Unitei States. The remainder, General 
Wood reported, wus held by Cuban plant- 
ers o> commission houses. The sugar, 
Mr. Payne said, was being held by the 
Cubans, awaiting action by congress. 

Sugar Trust and Cuba. 

“Ts it not also fair to assume,” inter- 
posed W. A. Smith, of Michigan, “that 
the sugar trust, which is the prineipal 
customer of the Cuban planters, is also 
holding off awaiting action by congress?” 

Mr. Payne said he could not be pre- 
vented from trying to help Cuba by fear 
of the sugar trust. 

Mr. Payne then turned his attention to 
the benefits which would accrue to the 
Tnited States. He said it had been pre- 
dicted that in a few years we would have 
the bulk of the Cuban trade, and that 
our exports to that country would reach 
§200,000,000. He alse dwelt upon the other 
advantages—the exclusion of cheap labor 
frem Cuba by the enactment of our im- 
migration and labor laws 

“Do you propose to treat Cuba as if she 
were a part of the Nnited States?’ ask- 
ed Mr. Lloyd, of Missouri. 

“Cuma is not now a pirt of the United 
States.’ replied Mr. Payne. ‘I do not 
want hér to be, but I believe she will be, 
and so believing I am for preparing her 
as best we can for the day of her in- 
corporation within our limits.”’ 

W. A. Smith, of Michigan, created 
Gome amusement by springing on Mr. 
Payne an extract from a speech made by 
(Mr. Payne during the consideration of the 
Dingley bill when Mr. Payne said that 
4f the beet sugar industry were establish- 
ed in this country the tariff would not 
be disturbed for twenty-five years. “We 
tcok you at your word,” said Mr. Smith, 
“and we invested $10,000,000 in Michigan 
fn the industry.’’

COUNTRY DEMANDS THE CANAL 


Asserts the Alabama Senator, and 

He Says That Demand Will

Washington, April 3.—(Special.)—Gena- 
tor Morgan is confident that thg inter- 
oceanic canal bill will be passed by the 
senate at this session, despite the imter- 
pretation generally put upon the steer- 
ing committee’s action in putting the ca~- 
nal bit off until after action’ upon the 
Philippines government bil. This delay 
is considered by some senators as mean- 


\ing the canal bill cannot be reached be- 
fcause there’ will“be a protracted fight 


over the Philippines bill. 

“There is no reason ‘to doubt that we 
will get a vote upon the canal bill at this 
session,” said the Alabama senator to me 
today. 

“While there will be much discussion 
over the Philippines legislation there will 
be no filibuste?; and as soon as that is 
out of the way we will reach the canal 
bil. Those persons who are figuring on 
such early adjournment as will leave 


‘the canal bill legislation on the shelf do 


not. realize the strength of sentiment 
The members 


assured there will be no adjournment un- 
til the cana] legislation is passed upon.”’ 
The senator said this in a way that 
showed he is full of fight and that he 
and ‘his associates on the canal commit- 
tee will exhaust every possible means 
to prevent adjournment until after they 
have attained the end they desire. Sen- 
ator Morgan does not believe the repub- 
licans. will dare force adjournment with- 


out passing some canal bill, and he be- 


lieves the only bill possible is that pro-

NO MUNITIONS FOR REBELS. 


Shipments of Arms to China For- 
bidden by United States. 

San Francisco, April 8.—The custom 
house authoritics have been not‘fied to be 
on the alert to discover the shipment of 
arms from this country to the insurgents 
in China. Colector Stratton has received 
a letter from O. A. Spalding, acting secre- 
tary of the treasury, stating that in the 
protocol signed on Septcmber 7. 1901, the 
importation of arms and munitions of war 
is prohibited. The letter states: 

“It is reported that the insumectionary 
mcvements are now flagrant in the 
ecuthern provinces of China and that the 
insurgents are receiving supplies of arms 
and warlike materials from abroad. The 
aQepariment directs that you do whatever 


isting aw in the way of restricting the 
€xportation of arms and warlike ma- 
terials to Chinese for use against a na- 
tion with which the United States is at 
peace and to the injury of fore'gners (in- 


cluding citizens of the United States) 


found in China. 

‘Should the fact that consignments of 
arms and hastile materials have been 
shipped from United States ports to 
China be ascertained by you or your offi- 
cers, you will please report such facts 
without delay to this department.” .-

HOLD TO PHILIPPINES 
_ FOR AMERICA’S GOOD 


tee--He Believes That 


So General MacArthur Urges the Senate Commit- 


Pacification .Is Certain. 


He Speaks Highly of the Filipinos. 


SHINGTON, April §.—General 
facArthur today continued his tes- 
{mony concerning conditions in the 
Philippine archipelago before the senate 
committee on the Philippines. His dis- 
cussion at the beginning of the session 
was devoted to a review of the conditions 
which led up to the present state of 


| mind of. the Philippine people. 


He said ti.at long before the advent of 
the Americans, the germs of democracy 
had been planted and that these had 
originated in the agitations in Spain of 
a century ago which had been reflected 
in the Spanish colonies. He also de- 
ascribed the conditions in the archipelago 
ac the time of the American occupation, 
Saying that at that time the Filipinos 
were in a vindictive mood toward Spain 
with a general yearning for liberty. 
Taking these conditions into considera- 
tion and also giving due heed to the 
character of the people he had felt when 
he assumed command of the islands that 
there was to be found the most fertile 
soil for the planting of the best type of 
republican institutions. 

Finest Islands in World. 

General MacArthur took up and dis- 
cussed economic conditions in the archi- 
pelago,: saying that they are the finest 


| group of islands .n the world, occupying 


a strategic position absolutely unequalled. 
Continuing he said that the archipelago 
must necessarily exert an active and po- 
tential influence’ upon affairs of the en- 
tire east, in both a political and military 
way. The China sea, only 750 miles wide, 
he considered a safety moat. The islands 
would therefore stand to. protect our in- 
terests in the orient without the exertion 
of much’ physical: power’on our part. 
Hence, he concluded that our fresence 
in the Philippines will always insure all 
the protection we need in the east. Their 
position is such, he said, that from these 
islands we may observe whatever passes 
along the coast of Asia as it passes under 
the shadow of our flag. He therefore 
concluded that ‘‘the permanent possession 
of the Philippine archipelago is not only 
of supreme importance but absolutely 
essential to American interests.’’ 


Philippine people come to realize the mi«- 
sion of the American people among them 
they would cheeriully follow and-support 
the American flag. 
Mission of Americans. 

General MacArthur grew eloquent in 
describing the mission of the Americans. 
Our prescence in the islands, he said, 
was, to his mind, a process of spontan- 
eous evolution, and he added that he be- 
lieved the permanent occupation was a 
necessary consequence, the logical se- 
quence of our national prosperity. He 
said that to doubt this is to doubt the 
We should, 
he wenf on, regard ourselves’as a peo- 
ple as the custodians of -n imperishable 
idea held in trust for mankind and we 
should proclaim this message to the 
world. 
‘ He alse expressed the opinion that the 
Filipinos could be rapidly organized into 


political bodies anu said that they were 


eager to secure educational facilities. 
He said that because of his opinion that 
the Philippines afford splendid opportun- 
ities for the dissemination of American 
ideas, he had decided when he assumed 
command at Manila to conduct military 
operations with a drastic hand while he 
at the same time tried to give the most 
enlightened civil government wherever op- 
portunity offered. 

Concerning the conduct of the war in 
the Philippines, he said that, while it 
was war; he doutted whether if any war 
of mcdern time had been conducted with 


He believed, he added, that when the. 
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as much humanity and self-restraint as 
this war had been. | 

Senator Lodge asked a number of ques- 
tions bearing upon the reports of cruel- 
ties by American soldiers, to which, the 
witness replied that, while there doubt- 
less had been instances of excesBes, the 
general conduct on the part of our troops 
had been of an opresite character. More- 
over, all violations of the rules of war 
had been instantly punished. 

Carmack Questions MacArthur. 

Replying to Senstor Carmack, he said 
that the Filipinos l:ke our American ideas 
of persona! liberty as embodied in our 
institutions. 

“This,”’ he siid,

“Then, they have an ideal?” interjected 


Seaator Carmack. 
The reply was, “They have, most de- 


cidedly.”’ 

“You do not, 
‘miserable, corrupt, 
race? ”’ 

“By no means. Such a view, 
mind, is a mistaken one” 

Senator Carmack also esJed about the 
exploitation of the material resources cf 
the islands, and Generali MacArthur re- 
plied that one of the great apprehensions 
of the people was that they might be 
deprived of these resources and thus rele- 
gated tc a positicn of social inferiority 
in the islands. On this point, he said, 
they were very sensitive. They did not, 
he said. care so much for their treat- 
ment cutside the islands, but were very 
particular on the point.of social equality 
when in their own country. 

In reply to a ‘question from Senator 
Culbergon, General. MacArthur declined 
to institute a crwnparison b2tween fhe 
Filipinos and the. American negro. 

“The Filipinos’: are pretty good people,”’ 
he siid, ‘‘but I have.never had occasion 
to con:pare them with other people, and 
I don’t ‘want to attempt such a compari- 
sen wiich might be unjust to both.’’

BOMB THROWN BY CULLOM 


Into the Camp of Those Favoring 
Chinese Exclusion. 


HE WILL FIGHT THE MEASURE 
Chairman of Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee-Says It Is Violative 
of Treaty Rights. 


» 


Washington, April 8.—A vigorous pro- 
test was. made in the senate today by 

Mr. Cullom, of Illinois, against the pass- 
age of the Chinese exclusion bill in its 
present form. Coming from the chair- 
man of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions the protest created a profound 
impression upon the senate. Mr. Cullom, 
' while expressing himself in favor of the 
exclusion of Chinese laborers, believed 
that gnany of the provisions of the 
pending measure were in contravention 
of our treaty obligations with China. 
He urged that the United States could 
not afferd to ignore its solemn treaties, 
although he conceded the authority of 
congress to enact the proposed law if 


it saw fit to do so. / 
Cullom’s Attack on Bill. 


Mr. Cullom said in part: 

.“Qur trade with China is worthy of 
@onsideration in dealing with thig sub- 
ject. Under present conditions it is as 
sure to come to the United States as 
the sun shines upon us if we do not 
close the doors ourselves. The Hawaii- 
an territory, over 1,000 miles from our 
California shores in the direction of Ja- 
pan and China in the Pacific ocean, is in 
the fullest sense a part of the United 
States. The great archipelago, the Phil- 
ippine islands, over which the sovereign- 
ty of the United States is proclaimed, 
is still beyond and comparatively near 
China. So we have opened the way 
by establishing our outposts on the se. 
to make it easy for the United States to 
control the commerce of the country. 

“My belief is we ought not to pass 
any laws in disregard of the spirit or 
letter of our treaties; that we can con- 
tinue the present laws until the treaty 
of 1894 expires if notices shall be given 
that this government does not desire 
it to be continued another ten years, and 
in the meantime a new treaty can be 
agreed to which will abrogate any pos- 
sible freaty stipulations against the ab- 
solute exclusion of Chinese laborers and 
which will permit us to enact such legis- 
lation as we may deem necessary for tho 
protection of our country from the in- 
flux of these Chinese laborers into the 
United States. If China should decline 
to enter into a new treaty of this char- 
acter we might then be justified in go- 
ing ahead and passing any law on the 
subject of Chinese immigration we 
choose.”’ 

What Cullom Wants. 

In answer to an inquiry of Mr. Pat- 
terson, of Colorado, Mr..Cullom gaid he 
wanted the bill sm framed as to enable 
an honest student and an honest teacher 
to enter the United States without be- 
ing branded as a criminal liable to a 
jail sentence or to deportgtion. That was 
the meaning of the treaty with China 
and that ought to be the meaning of 
the law. The treaty in force clearly pro- 
hibited the coming. to this country of 
Chinese laborers and even if no law 
should be ena'ct@d by congress the treaty 
would prevent the admission to this coun- 
try of undesirable Chinese. 

Mr. Patterson maintained that until 
the enactment of affirmative exclusion 
legislation, such as was this bill, the 
admission of Chinese from Hawaii and 
the Phijippines could not be refused, 

Mr. Perkins, of California, said that 

% per cent of the Chinese in this country 
had come through the port of Sen Franh- 
cisco, Chinese. coalie labor, he said, 
already had displaced American working- 
men in factories on the Pacific coast. 
The attack of the Chinese coolie was 
not alone upon wages, but upon the best 
aspirations of the American workingman. 
No legislation could be too drastic to 
prevent such a consummation, 
4 Mr. Gallinger interrupted to say that 
existing legislation was sufficiently dras- 
tic, as statistics showed that in the past 
ten years the number of Chinese in this 
country had decreased from 2 to 30 per 
cent. 

The senate then passed thirty-nine 
private pension bills and at 5:10 p. m. 
adjourned. 


DESPITE ANTI-CATHOLIC OATH 


Pope Leo Will Send Special Mission 
to Edward’s Coronation. 
Rome, April 8.—In spite of the opposi- 
ticn cf Cardinal Rampolla, the papal 
Secretary of state, the pope has decided 
to send important special missions both to 
the coronation of King Edward and to 
the festivitics in SpRin attendant upon the 

enthroning of King Alphons>. 

The cardinal’s opposition to the sending 
of the mission to England wag based on 
the fact that the British parliament did 
not change the anti-Catholic formula of 
the accession oath and Monsignor Merry 
Del Val, whom the pontiff cesigned to bé 
chief of the missions, onenly refused to 
go While the present wording of the oath 
is maintained. Nevertheless the miscion 
will be sent and wil] probably arrive in 
London a few hours after the religious 
ceremony. There will be a repetition of 
the diplomatic maneuver carrjed out at 
the coronation of Czar Nicholas III at 
Mcscow.

Secretary Root Is Finally 
Forced to Send Informa- 
tion to the House. 


ENORMOUS SUMS SPERT 
IN LUXURIOUS FITTINGS 


Prices Paid for Material Were Strik- 
ingly in Excess of the Market 
Rate—Certain Firms Seem 
To Have Had a 
Graft. 


Washington, April 8.—Secretary Root 
tcday sent an answer to the house resolu- 
tion adopted on March 15, cailing upon 
him for all facts that have come to his 
knowledge as to the conduct of the trans- 
port service between San Francisco and 
the Philippine islands. The answer in- 
| cludes the reports of Inspector General 
Chamberlain and Jieutenant Colonel 
Mevs. 

The reports of the various officers in- 
closed by Secretary Root cover several 
hundred pages. 

Majcr Gereral B. M. Young, in trans- 
mittinge the report of Lieutenant Colonel 
Chamberlain, submits an aralysis of the 
report showing no adequate supervision 
to <ny feature of the fitting out of trans- 
mrts for a long time after the service 
was inaugurated and later the efforts to 
retorm the system. General Young speci- 
fies lack of securirg competitive bids. 

He says: 

“In the case of the Hancock (tefore the 
board was organized) involving an expen- 
Gture approximating if not amcunting to 
ha.f a million dollars, the matter of in- 
Cicating needed repairs was put into the 
hands of officials unkhown to transport 
regulations, under verbai orders and ple- 
nary power given by. the honorable secre- 
tary of war to insure more sanitary ar- 
rmrgements on that transport.”’ 

Enormous Painting Bill. 

General Young also specifies the case of 
“an inexperienced men, who knew noth- 
ing about raints, being emplored to su- 
.y¢€rvise painting in a business where the 
réinting bill of a single firm in two years 
and two months amovnted to $34z,074.’’ 

In other respects, jt is stated, the re- 
r<rt shows that work was giver out and 
supplies for general use (such as the fit- 
ting up of a cabin) were purchased with- 
out due regard, habitually, to the pro- 
tection of the rovernment’s interests. 

On that brarch of the . investigation 
ecvering cost of articles, ete., General 
Yeung’s summing up of the Chamberlain 
report says that in one case, where the 
till was $105,318, the work is rp onounced 
“generally unsatisfactory, charges exces- 
sive and material infertov.’’ 

Prices paid for material were often 
strikingly in excess of the then current 
market prices for the same articles of 
like quality and supplies were purchased 
in open market withcut advertising. 

Preference Shown Certain Firms, 

' It is further stated in General Young's 
summary that ‘‘preference seems to hay2 
been shown special] firms to the point of 
¢rdering fron: thora articles out of their 
ime of business, these firms at the same 
time chargiag exorbitant priees to the ex- 
tent, in a few instances, of 100. per cent in 
excess of ruling market rates.”’

London, April 8—An articlg on Cecil 
Rhodes by William T. Stead will appear 
in the forthcoming number of The Ameri- 


can Review of Reviews. 

The article, excerpts from which fc!- 
low, consists of a frank, powerful ex- 
planation of Cecil Rhodes views on 
America and Great Britain, and for the 
first time sets forth his own inmost 
aims. lt was written by himseif to W. 
'’ Stead, in 189. For originality and 
breadth of thought it eclipses even his 
now famous will, yet it is merely a col- 
lection of disjointed ideas, hurriedly put 
together by the colossus aS a summary) of 
a iong conversation neid between hnimseil 
and Mr. stead. in tnose duys Mr. Stead 
was not only one of Mr. HKhodes’ most 
intimate friends, as, indeed, he wag until 
the last, but also his executor. Mr. 
Stead'’s name was removed trom the list 
of trustees of Mr. Rhodes’ wili oniy be- 
cause of the war, which forced the twa 
men into such vehement political opposi- 
tien. . 

ln its three columns of complex sen- 
tences the whole ‘pnilosophy of Mr. 
Rhodes’ internauonal and inaividual!l life 
is embraced. Perhaps it can best be sum- 
marized aS an arguiment in favor ar the 
organization of @ secret scmiety on tne 
lines of the Jesuit oraer, for the promo- 
tion of peace and welfare of tne wo! Bi, 
and the establishment of an American- 
British federation, With absolute home 
rule tor the component parts. 

Mr. Rhodes commenced by declaring 
that the “key’’ to nis ideas for the 
(wm eclopment of tne English-speaking} 
race was the foundation of a society, 
copied, as to organization, from the 
Jesyits. Combined with “a differential 
rate and a copy of the United States 
constitution,”’ wrote Mr. Rhodes, ‘is home 
rule or federation.” An organization 
formed on these lines, in the house of 
commons, constantly worging for de- 
centralization and not wasting time on 
trivial questions would Mr. Rhodes be- 
Heved, soon settle the all-important qucs- 
tion of the markets for the products of 
the empire. | 

“The labor question,’ he wrote, ‘Is im- 
portant, but that ts deeper than labor.”’ 

America, both in its possibilities of alli- 
ance and its atitude of commercial rival 
Was apparently ever present in Mr. 
Rhodes’ mind. “The world with Ameri- 
ca t othe forefront,” he wrote, “is devis- 
ing tariffs to boycott your manufactures. 
This. is the supreme question. I believe 
that England witn fair play should man- 
ufacture for the word, and, being a free 
trader, I believe that until the world 
comes.to its senses, you shouki declare 
war, I mean commercial war, with those 
trying to boycott your manufactures. That 
is my programme. You mught finish the 
war by a union with America, and uni- 
versal peace after a hundred years.”’ 

But, toward this millennium Mr. Rhodes 
believed, the most powerful! factor would 
be a “‘secret society, organized like Loy- 
ola’'s, supported by the 'ccumulated 
wealth of those whose aspiration is a 
desire to do something,’’ and who are 
spared the ‘hideous annoyance’’ daily cre- 
ated by the thought as to which “of 
theirincompetent relatfons’’ they should 
leave their fortune. inese wealthy peo- 
ple, Mr. Rhodes thought, would thus be 
greatly relieved and be able to turn “their 
ill-gotten or inherited gains to some ad- 
vantage.”

INSURANCE MIEN 
READY TO ASSIST 


Will Meet Committee and Give 
All Information Desired, 


Movement Inaugurated by The Con- 
stitution. Assuming Definite 
Shape—Stockdell Suggests 
Meeting in Associa- 


‘ tion’s Rooms. 


President H. C. Stockdell, of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association, has writ- 
ten J. R. Gray, chairman of the commit- 
tee from the chamber of commerce which 
President J. K Orr appointed on The 
Constitution's suggestion to confer with 
the insurance people, stating that the 
insurance men will be glad to meet with 
the committee at such a time as is most 
convenient to them. 

Mr. Stocxuell suggests that this meet- 
ing be held in the offices of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association, where all rec- 
ords will be available, and he requests 
that the committee shall give the insur- 
ance men due notice so that as many of 
the managers may attend the conference 
as possible. 

The committee of the chamber of com- 
merce met for tue first time yesterday 
morning. After organizing, the matter in 
hand was taken up and as a result of the 
discussion, Chairman Gray wrote H. C. 
Stockdell, president of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, immediately after the 
meeting requesting information on the 
following points: 

What is the amount of premiums on 
residences?

The amount of losses on residence prop- 
erty in Atlanta each year. 

The amount of premiums on business 
property and merchandise in the city in- 
side the city each year. 

The amount of losses on business prop- 
erty and merchandise inside the city lim- 
its each year. 

The amount of premiums on all prop- 
erty cach year outside the city limits out 
credited to Atlanta agencies, 

The amount of losses on all property 
each year outside the city :imits but 
charged to Atlanta agencies. 

The items which compose the expense 
accounts of the companies operating in 
Atlanta, 

An informal meeting of the Atlanta 
fire insurance managers was held in the 
office of President Stockdell yesterday 
afternoon at which the matter of the in- 
crease in rates on dwellings and the in- 
formation sought by the committee was 
gone into fully. Chief W. R. Joyner, of 
the Atlanta fire department, also attend- 
ed this meeting. 

President Stockdell’s Letter. 

Aiter the meeting President Stockdell 
wrote the following letter to Chairman 
Gray of the committee: 

Mr. J. R. Gray, Chairman, Chamber of Com- 
merce Committee, City.—Dear Sir: I am in re- 
ceipt of your communication of even date, and 
in reply will say that we are ready to furnish 
your committee such information as may be 
in our power, demonstrating the necessity of 
recent increase of insurance rates in Atlanta, 
and in order that this matter may be gone into 
in a business jike way we respectfully invite 
your committee to meet a committee of offi- 
cers and managers of the insurance companies 
in our association rooms, where all records of 
ratings are kept. We have wtften thad con- 
ferences with committees from boards of trade 
and similar organizations in this way, and we 
trust that it will be the pleasure of your com- 
mittee to accept our invitation at such time 
as may suit your convenience. Inasmuch as 
the nature of our business frequently calls us 
from the city we would be glad if your com- 
mittee would give us reasonable notice of the 
time when you can meet us, so that we may 
have as many of the officers and managers 
of companies present as possible.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT 


With Boom of Guns and Blare of Bugles, the Se- 
date Carolina City Hails President--Re- 
céption Tendered Mrs. Roosevelt.

preparatory to atemiling the banquet at 
the Charleston hotel. 

The ‘banquet tendered to President 
Roosevelt tonight at the Charleston ho- 
tel was a fitting close to a-day full of 
incidents, and served to gather men prom- 
inent in the affairs of the state, having 
solely in mind a greeting to the president 
which would prove the sincerity and the 
warmth of feeling existing for him as 
The 
banquet hall was a bower of roses, pinks 
and smiax arntistically arranged, while 
loosely strewn over the tables were thou- 
Sands of violets, whose fragrance could 
only but siggest that spring time had 
arrived, 

President Roosevelt Speaks. 

Over three hundred specially invited 
guests were present, and the president 
was at his best. In.a few well chosen 
remarks Mayor Smyth welcomed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to Charleston, whose re- 
sponse was listened to with the closest 
attention, and which was interrupted by 
long and continuous applause: 

The president's remarks were as fol- 
lows: 

‘Mr. Mayor, and you, my hosts and 
my felow American citizens: (Great ap- 
plause.) I sihould indeed be but a poor 
American myself if I were not deeply 
touched and gratified by the way you 
have greeted me today in this your beau- 
tiful city; and, of course, I feel at home 
here. (Applause.) I think that an Amer- 
ican who is worth his salt has the right 
to feel at home in every part of the Unit- 
ed States. (Applause.) 

“Around this table I gee many men 
who took part in the great war. Tine 
war in which the younger among us here 
took part was a very iittle one, because 
it did not have to be aay bigger. \ap- 
plause.) But it had one thoroughly good 
effect; it put the cap on the structure 
that had been building while we were 
almost unconscious of it, and it taught 
us how thoroughly -at one we were. When 
we got through that war it did not make 
a bit of difference to us whether it was 
an admiral who came from Vermont or 
a lieutenant who came from Alabama. 
(Applause.) “If the man had done his 
duty in such shape as to make us each 
feel an even more_generous thrill of pride 
in our common nationality. The, debt 
that we owed him had little to do with 
the section from which the cama (Ap- 
plause.) 

Praise for Hugh Thompson. 

“And now, a special word to you of 
Charleston, and of South Carolinu. Just 
twelve years ago, when I first went to 
Washington to take part in governmental 
work, I was immediately thrown into sin- 
gularly close contact and intimacy with 
a South Carolinan. It was my good for- 
tune to work with him for three years, 
and for the nine years since and for as 
long as I shall continue to be in public 
life, it will be to me ever a spur to try 
to do decent duty for the republic, be- 
cause I have been thrown intimately in 
contact with as fearless and a high-mind- 
ed a public servant as this country has 
ever ihad, my old friend, your former 
governor, Hugh Thompson. (Great ap- 
‘plause.) 

“And from what I have known of you 
end of your representatives it was in no 
sense a surprise, but it was a keen pleas- 
ure to be greeted with the hearty and 
generous hospitality, the more than 
Learty and generous hospitality which 
you have shown me today. (Apphuse.) 

“The welfare of any part of this coun- 
try is in a certain senge an index of the

The president was followed by Governor 
McSweeney, who prefaced his prepared 
speech by a few words in which he &s- 
sured the president that he was as safe 
from bodily harm in South Carolina as 
he was in Washington. Continuing he 
said: 

Governor McSweeney’s Speech. 


Governor McSweeney said in part: 

“The Anglo-Saxon is entering? the new 
century with the imperial crown of the 
ages on his brow and the scepter of the 
infinite in hia hands. 

“The old south fought against the stars 
in their courses—the resisting tide of the 
rising consciousness of nationality and 
world mission. The young south greets 
the new era and glories in its manhood. 
He joins his voice in the cheers of tm- 
ulipa wh.cn are ushering in this all- 
conquering Saxon. Our ola-men dreamed 
of local supremacy. We dream ol -u< 
conquest of the globe. ‘[hreads of steel 
have knit siate to state. Steam and elec- 
tricity have silently transfo:med the face 
of the earth, annihilated time and space 
and swept the ocean barrier from the path 
of man. The black steam shuttles of 
commerce have woven continent to conti- 
nent. 

‘These words are taken from a speech 
delivered at a momentous crisis 
history of a sister state. 

“Civil liberty and religious freedom have 
been placed in our keeping as a trust 2nd 
it is our duty to be faithful to that trust 
and move onward and upward until the 
peoples of all lands shall enjoy the same 
blessings which are ours. Threads of 
steel have indeed knit us close together 
and now we Know no north and no south, 
no east and no west, but hamid in hand 
we are striving for the uplifting and 
betterment of mankind. 

“T want to say in this presence, and in 
the presence of the president of the 
United States. that while we may not 
agree on many questions of policy, that 
we are all American citizens and the boys 
of the south will respond to the call of 
their country, which is the call of duty, 
as quickly and as readily as those of any 
other section. 

South in Spanish War. 

“When, four years ago, America ‘let 
slip the dogs cf war’ and sent her armies 
and navies to drive the tyrant from Cu- 
ba’s wasted shores, together ‘in the gloom 
of the gory trenches, and the ramparts 
wrapt in flame,’ stood the sons of the 
frozen north, who wore the blue, wich 
those of the sunny south, who wore the 
gray, 'to defend the honor of tueir com- 
mon country. Side by side an® shoulder 
to shoulder they fought, till the broken 
power of Spain in the western world at- 
tested the fact that the men who made 
and withstood Pickett’s charge at Gettys- 
burg could clasp hands over the graves 
of their fallen heroes and together shed 
their blood in defense: of human rights 
and their country’s cause. It was a 
southern boy who first planted the Stars 
and Stripes on foreign soll. it was a 
southern boy who first gave up his fair 
young life in this cause, and the cold. 
still form of Ensign Bagley, wrapt about 
with the silken folds of his country’s 
flag, was laid to rest ’mid the lamenta- 
tions of a reunited people. And in the 
Sself-same sepulchers. where lie the 
braves who gave ‘their lives in that con- 
flict,-is buried the last remnant of an- 
tagonism which might have existed be- 
tween the sections. 

“IT am gtlad that President Roosevelt 
has come to this grand old citv’ that he 
may see and know us as we are. That 
he may know and realize that though we 
may not agree in politics, we know how 
to welcome the president of our common 
country. That he may know and appre- 
clate what southern hospitality means, 
and right here in Charleston he wil] find 
the highest type of this old-time south- 
ern hospitality. We hope that his coming 
will be beneficial to all of us.”” 

Captain Wagener, Governor Avcock, of 
North Carolina, and several others made 
short addresses. It was midnight when 
the party broke out and as the president 
left the room he was cheered to the echo. 
not only by those who had been fortunate 
enough to attend the banquet, but by 
the large numbers who had patiently 
waited in the hotel parlors and outside 
to catch a glimpse of him. Upon arriv- 
ing at his hotel he immediately retired. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s Reception. 

Mrs. Roosevelt's reception at the St. 
John hotel tonight was the most brilliant 
affair in the recent social historv of this 
city. The St. John or the old “Mills 
House,” as it is still called by Charleston- 
jans of the old regime, was, in ante-bel- 
lum days, the scene of many notable 
gatherings of the ultra-exclusive society 
people, but for many years the ball room 
has been deserted. The hostelrv has been 
brought to its former standard with the 
advent of the exposition and the first 
lady in the land was tonight the cynosure 
of all eyes at the most nd@&able reception 
in this city in forty vears. This was 
the first president’s wife to whom a 
reception has ever been tendered here. 
President and Mrs. Cleveland visited 
Charleston on February 2, 1883, but Mrs. 
Cleveland was only here for a few hours. 
Presidents Washington, Monroe and Polk 
were unattended by their wives when 
they visited the city. 

Tonight the ball room was exquisitelv 
decorated for the occasion and was in 
keeping with the splendid tollettes of 
the 500 brilliantly gowned women who 
came to do honor to the president’s 
charming wife. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and the ladies of her 
party occupied a dais near the southern 
end of the room and received the guests 
who were introduced by Mrs. Andrew 
Simonds, Jr., of this city. The recep- 
tion began at 9 o'clock and lasted until 
after midnight.

Gainesville, Ga., April § —(Special.)—At 
8:30 o'clock this afternoon ‘the jury in 
the case o fthe State v. Charley Pirkle, 
jointly charged with Harve Stover, for 
the murder of Mrs. Christina Blake on 
March .17, returned a verdict of guilty 
with a recommendation ‘to the mercy of 
the court. The jury was out three hours 


and a half. 

At 8 o'clock this morning court recon- 
vened and the defendant was put On the 
stand to make his statement. No wit- 
nesses were introduced by the defense. 

Pirkle’s statement was very brief. He 
declared he knew but little about the 
crime, and was not guilty. He sai® he 
ami Stover were drinking when ‘they went 
to the home of Mrs. Baker; that they 
got into a fight and he was knocked 
down, then turned over on the floor and 
went to sleep. Pirale then declared he 
knew nouuang of the matter until he was 
taken into custody. 

After the conclusion of the defendant's 
statement. Colonel B. P. Gailliard made 
the opening argument for* the defense, 
being followed by Colonel W. B. Sloan. 
Solicitor Chart@*s made the closing speech 
for the prosecution. The judge delivered 
a clear cut charge to the jury, and at l2 
o'clock they retired to make up a véer- 
dict 

At 3:30 o’clock the jury brought in tne 
following verdict: ‘‘We, the jury, find 
the defendant guilty of the whole charge 
and recommend him to the mercy of the 
court.” 

J. E. Latham was foreman of the jury 
ana after the jury was polled, each mem- 
ber declaring the verdict was his, they 
were dismissed. 

The prisoner sat unmoved during the 
reading of the verdict and gave no sign 
of ‘either approval or surprise. He will 
not be sentenced until tomorrow morning, 
or until the conclusion of the trial of 
Stover. The defendant gave no notice 
of a motion for a new trial and will not 
announce what action they will take in 
the matter until] tomorrow. 

Stover Is Put on Trial. 

Immediately after the disposition of the 
Pirkle case, Harve Stover, who was 
jointly indicted with him for the offense, 
was put on trial. Two panels of jurors 
were called: and the work of selecting 
tweive men to try the defendant was be- 
gun. Owing to the indisposition of Colo- 
nel W. B. Sloan, Judge- Est@™ appomted 
Colonel J. M. Tomery to assist Colonel 
B. P. Galilliard in the defense of S8to- 
ver. 

Out of the thirty-seven jurors the fol- 
lowing were chosen to try Stover: Wil- 
Mam L. McKinney, J. Ay Cook, John W. 
Stovall, J. A. Pittman, W. P. Thoma- 
son, J. H. Randolph, J. M. Ellis, 8. C. 
Boggs, T. B. Buffington, James A. Elrod, 
A. F. O’Kelly and Thomas M. Parks. 

The witnesses who testified against Pir- 
kle were today put on the stand against 
Stover. The evidence was practically the 
same. At 7 o’clock court adjourned until 
9 o’clock tomorrow morning. .There are 
several more witnesses to be put up by 
the state. It is believed that the case 
will go to the jury by noon tomorow.

Pollock and Kilpatrick Organize a 
Party for Knoxville. 

Macon, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—Dr. P. 
D. Pollock, resident of Mercer, and 
Professor W. H. Kilpatrick, of the.Mer- 
cer faculty, have decided to organize 
a party of Georgia teachers to attend the 
summer school of the south which will 
be held at Knoxville, Tenn., from June 


19 to July 31. 

This school will be under the direction 
of the Southern Education Board. This 
board, it will be remembered, was organ- 
ized by philanthropic millionaires of the 
north for the imporvement of educational 
conditions in the south, and has back of it 
hundreds of millions. It is the purpose 
of these philanthropists to give money 
to the southern schools only through 
recommendation of this board. fare: 

The first step taken by this board 
was to arrange a summer school at Knox- 
ville, Tenn. The course of study ar- 
ranged is intended primarily for the 
teachers in the common and high school 
branches of the south. Some of the great- 
est educators of America have been se- 
cured for work in this summer school; 
and the course of study covers every 
field of common school subjects and 
methods, psychology and pedagogy, and 
high school work. 

With a desire to encourage this im- 
portant educational movement, so sig- 
nificant for the south, and to aid edu- 
cation in the state of Georgia, Dr. Pol- 
lock and Professor Kilpatrick will organ- 
ize*a party of Georgia teachers to leave 
Macon about June 18. They have arrange- 
ments on foot by which a round trip 
ticket from Macon will cost only $9.00. 
They are already receiving letters from 
the teachers of the state and a large 
number is expected to attend. 

The halls of the University of Tennes- 
see will be thrown open to the teachers 
and excellent board will be furnished 
for $3 or $4 per week. This summer school 
is considered by all leading educators 
as one of the greatest gifts that the north 
has yet made to the south.

Resolutions to Railroads Unanimously 
Adopted Last Night.

Macon, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)}—At the 
meeting of the mayor and aldermen W- 
tight Alderman Eurdick, introduced the 
following important rerolutions, which

all trains entering and leaving Macon

“Whereas, the stranger coming to or 
passing through Macon over the Southern 
and cther roads rot now entcring the 
Central’s depot receives anything but a 
pleasant impression of the city from the 
surroundings, to say nothing of the in- 
convenience and annoyance of having 
separate depots; therefore 

“Resolved, That the meyor and council, 
mindful of the needs of the community, 
and with a desire to do all in their power 
for the comfort and convenience of the 
ptople, to secure for them the best facili- 
ties possible, and to impress the stranger 
favorably, earnestly urges that the South- 
€rn, Macen and Birmingham ard Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah railway companies 
vill abanadcn their present depots and 
make some arrangement with the Central 
of Georgia Ratlway Company to use 
its enlarged depot, and also respectfully 
request the latter company to favorably 
consicer propositions of said railroads 
looking to the use by all of their depot. 

“Resolved, That the clerk of counzil 
transm:t a copy of these resolutions to 
the officers of the various railroads at 
interest.”’

MAINE TRAPPERS ARE HAPPY. 


They Are Having the Best Fur Sea- 
son in Many Years. 

Bangor Commercial: The present win- 
ter will be the best which Maine trappers 
have seen for a number of years. The 
prices on nearly all furs are from 2% to 
fh) per cent higher than was the case last 
winter and most of the furs are corre- 
spondingly scarce. As a result of these 
conditions the trappers are receiving’ much 
more money for their skins. Fur coats 
and all sorts of fur garments cost much 
more, however, and a coat which could 
Rave been purchased for $150 last year, 
now sells for over $200. 

‘The price of furs is to a large ex- 
tent determined by the London dealers,”’ 
gaid a Bangor dealer, ‘‘and the present in- 
crease is caused by the scarcity which 
has existed this season. Of coilrse, the 
prices: of some kinds of 4ur have not 
risen, “but the vast maajority have gone 
up frm 20 to 50 per cent. 

This means more money for the men 
who spend the winter in woods trapping 
and securing skins, but it also means tha‘ 
more money mist be spent by the people 
who wish to wear the garments when 
completed. The dealers are forced to pay 
more for the raw material ami for this 
reason they are #orced to ask more for 
the finished product. 

“Whether or not the price will drop 
back again next season it is now im- 
possible to say. Much depends upon the 
quantity of furs which are placed on the 
market from now out. If large quanti- 
ties of Russian and Siberian skins come 
in, why it is likely that next season wil! 
see. something like the old scale of prices 
restored. Here in Maine the trappers are 
faving tlre most favorable conditions 
which have existed for years. They are 
not slow in taking advantage of the sit- 
uation.”

FIRST CROP. REPORT. ISSUED 


Cold and Rain Have Kept the Crop 
Season Somewhat Backward. 


Corn Is Coming Up in South Georgia 
and the Grain Crops Show 
Improvement. 


The first crop report of the season was 
irsued yesierday »y Director J.B. Mar- 
bury, of the weather bureau. The crops 
throughout the state are somewhat back- 
vard, as is shown by the bulletins from 
nearly ell the counties, owing to the cu!d 
weather and a superabundance of rain. 
lhe repcrt says: 

As x=. yYesuit of temperatures below 
1ormai in c<Jl sections throughout tne 
winter Season, and a supterabundance cf 
idin 1 the majoriiy of districts. the gen- 
(fas CrOp Season is backward, the opinion 
being that it is from tw: to three weeks 
later than usual. Whereas at this time 
it is usually the vhse that a great del 
cf cottcn land is in readiness fcr plant- 
ing, if not actualiy planted, the ecndi- 
tions this seasous have been such thit 
very little planting has been Cone. ‘ine 
Same is true of other crops. ‘The past 
week, however, owing to prevailing wzen- 
erally fair weather, was favorabie for 
farm operations, and the latter were 
vigorously pushed. A little cotton was 
planted in cxtreme southern and eastern 
sections, and corn planting has become 
universal, Ir a few counties mcst of the 
corn is already in. Corn is coming up in 
Some cf the far-south sections, with 
medium stonds. Wheat and oats are re- 
garded as st.owing improvement, although 
thin and backward. Garden truck is in 
poor condition. The peach crop was en- 
dangered by cool weather and irosts dur- 
ing the first few days of the month, put 
the injury, if any, was slight, and at 
this date the prosvects are bright.

Banks—Weather cool for the season, 
1ainfail abundant: peach. trees.in full 
bloom; wheat small; rye looks well.

Cherokee—IAght frosts occurred early 
in the week, n? damage; considerable 
plowing done, some corn planted. 

Cobb—Week very favorable for farm- 
ing; peach trees jin full bloom; gardens 
mostly planted. 

Floyd—Farm work delayed, but week 
was fevorable; ccrn planting general; 
cotton land prepared; fruit sufe to date. 

Gwinnett—Farm work pushed with en- 
ergy; seme upland corn planted; spring 
oats healthy; wheat improving 
Hall—Warm ani dry week; fertilizers 
being put in; wheat and oats improving;

Captain Charles E Flanders Passes 
Away in Bronswick. 


WAS VETERAN OF THREE WARS

First Saw Fighting ip the Mexican. 
Later He Fought Against the 
Indians—During the Civil 
War He Showed Much 
Bravery. 


Brunswick, Ga., April 8.—(Special.j— 
Captain Charles E. Flarders, a veteran 
of three wars ard one of the most high- 
ly esteemed citize:.s in this section, died 
at his home in this city at an early hour 
this morning. ; 

Captain Flanders’ military experience 
has been notable in many ways, and dur- 
ing three bloody contests in the tiast 
sixty years he had been closely in touca 
with its most stirring scenes. He first 
saw military life in the famous Mexican 
war, ard during that period held many 
pesiticns of trust in the army service 
of his country, and up to his death was 
receiving pensions ‘for gallant ‘service in 
that conflict. During that war he served 
in the Floyd Rifles, of Macon, Ga. I.ater, 
when the war cry was sounded again 
| and the union was called upon to defend 
itself against the Indians, he responded 
promptly, and rendered gallant service. 

Service in the Confederacy. 

He removed to Brunswick from Macon 
in the early fifties, and a few years later, 
for the third time, he teck up arms and 
marched away to Virginia as second lieu- 
tenant in the Brunswick Riflemen. In 
this war he was signally honored, and st 
cne time was detached from @!s regular 
command by Colenel John Seriven for 
the purpose of assisting in the construc- 
tion of the confederate navy. Wis work 
in this line was done at Savannah and 
other points cn th- Carolina river, ard for 


this service he was breveted to the rank 
ct captain by President Davis upon the 
recomirenda‘ion of Colonel Scriven. 
When this conflict ended at Appomat- 
tox Captain Planders returned to Bruns- 
wick, rejoined his old command, the 
Brunswick Riflemen, and was made quar- 
termaster of the command. When old 
years came upon him and the work wa 
too active for him, the company made 
him its “Father” and from that day 
to the present he had held that loving 
position in the hearts of his youthful 
comrades. A life-size picture of the: gal- 
lant old warrior is now one of the valued 


emblems decorating the armory of the 
riflemen. 

Besides a widow, he leaves six chil- 
dren. Tonight a detachment from the 
Brunswick Riflemen was detailed as an 
honorary guard and are in chrge of the 
remins. The funeral will occur at 8 
o'clock tomorrow at St. Mark’s Episco- 
pal church with full military honors,

PASSING THRONG. 


Very few subjects are of more:vital in- 
terest to Georgians just at this time than 
the fate of the peach crop. Every man 
who lives in the vicinity of the peach belt 
experiences great difficulty in talking on 
any subject long without making some 
reference to the prospect for Elbertas. A 
gentleman from south Georgia while dis- 
cussing this subject in the Kimball yes- 
terday greatly interested the crowd to 
whiom he was talking when he made the 
following statement: 

“You fellows can talk about cold 
weather being over as much as you wish 
and you can pin your faith to the reports 
of the weather bureau as steadfastly as 
you like, but I shall not count on the re- 
turn from my peach orchards until after 
the full moon in April has passed.’’ 

“Oh, come off,’’ replied one of the by- 
standers. ‘“‘What has the full moon in 
April to do with the peach crép any more 
than the full moon in August or a full 
coon cn Decatur street for that matter?’ 

“Well, it has just this much to do with 
it that when the full moon in April has 
passed the fruit crop will be safe and it 
will not be safe until it has passed.”’ 


This assertion on the part of the south 


Georgian caused an incredulous smile to 
go around the group, but thie had no 
effect on him. 

“You fellows car. grin all that you want 
t, but the fact that you do not believe 
that the moon has anything to do with 
the peach crop is not going to make me 
buy anything expecting to pay for it with 
peach money until the full moon of Aprii 
lias passed. It may sound foolish to make 
such a statement, but if you think it is 
all bosh you just remember what I say on 
Tuesday, the 224d, when the moon becomes 
full and see if the weather is not cooler 
than on the days just preceding and fol- 
lowing it. If we are to have a cold snap 
this month at all it will be within a day 
or so of the full moon.”’ 

The earnestness and evident seriousness 
of the peach man had its effect on his 
friends and they began to listen to him 
more closely. 

‘Now, I am no backwoodsman who lets 
a good season go by in order to plant my 
crops at tthe right time of the moon, but 
my belief that the moon has an influence 
cn the weather comes from long continued 
observation and from conversation with 
others who have observed it longer than I. 

“I take great interest in the forecasts 
made by the weather bureau and I give 
them due credence, but I shall have to 
make a great mank mistakes by watching 
the moon to lose my faith in its effects 
on the weather. If you think that this 
belief is held only by uneducated people 
you are very much mistaken. All over 
Georgia there are intelligent farmers who 
are waiting for the ful} moon to pass be- 
fore being sure of their fruit crops just 
as I am. I have noticed the matter for 
the last ten years and never has the full 
meon of April passed without a cold spell. 

“The full moon comes very late this 
month and this means one of two things. 
Sither the cold spell accompanying the 
ful] moon will be very light on account of 
the lateness of the season and ‘the fruit 
crop will escape it without damage or else 
if it is severe enough to overcome the late~- 
ness of the season the fruit will all be 
xilled outright. In short the fruit crop 
either goes unhurt or will be ruined en- 
tirely. 

‘This fact of cool weather accompanying 
the full moon is rot peculiar to April. 1 
know a Houston county farmer who for 
twenty years has killed hogs on the full 
m.00n of December, no matter what the 
prospects for the weather were, and has 
never yet lost his meat. It is the same 
way the year round, although, of course, 
in the midsummer months the aol weath- 
er accompanying the full moon is hardly 
noticeable.’’ 

The gentlemen who had been listening 
to the eulogy to the mvon as a weather 
fcrecaster assured the man from south 
Georgia that they would be on the look 
out for cold weather on the 22d, which 
seemed to greatly please him, for as he 
left he remarked: 

“You may think me a fool, but if you 
remember what I have said you may 
avoid the necessity of calling yourseives 
one some time in the future.”’

The skeriff being a born poli- 
tician, has taken no stand in these per- 
s0nal matters and a few days ago it is 
said that an admirer of a probable candi- 
date for the office of sheriff tried to in- 
veigle Sheriff Calaway into an expression 
of opinion as to whether a true prohi- 
bitionist could consistently buy whisky 
even if it was needed to save the life of a 
sick negro. 

Instead of getting himself into trouble 
it develops that the genial sheriff has 
lcft this matter to the two local papers 
that are wrangling over it, while he goes 
merrily on with his perennial campaign 
for votes. Hie friends say he is sure of 
election again, whether the tank wins or 


rot.

WAYS OF ARCTIC ANIMAL LIFE. 


The Beautiful Eider Duck and Its 
Young. 

St. Nicholas Magazine: During the 
summer months much of the land be- 
comes free from snow and ice under the 
joint action of sun and wind, and the 
snow that resists removal is darkened 
iby a deposit of fine dust partfcles: In 
this season the animals wear their dark- 
er clothing, and birds have, by way of 
change, a less gaudy plumage. The back- 
ground against which they stand would 
betray their presence if the whits dress 
of winter were worn now; then, too, it 
makes it possible for the foxes, ducks, 
and other animals and birds to gratify 
a natura] vanity by putting on, for a time 
at least, another coat. In winter, white 
is again. worn. The background is now 
snow and ice, and the only chance which 
the arctic chicken now has to deceive the 
fox ts to roll up like a ball and simulate 
a lump of ice. The ice bear ig equipped 
successfully to creep upon the _  ever- 
watchful seal, because he Jooks like the 
other blocks of white around him... He re- 
members, however, his black nose, and is 
said to be sharp enough to cover it with 
his paw while approaching his dozing 
prey. 

The seal does not stop his search for 
food until he has completely satisfied his 


nop, lying upon the very edge of the ice, 
or as close as possible to his breathing 
hole. The slightest sound will awaken 
him, and without waiting to find out the 
source or direction he rolls into the water. 
He can stay under for only thirty-five 
minutes, but where he will come up 
none can tell. This no one knows better

The beautiful eider duck has often been 
cited as an ideal mother, and touching 
siories are told of her p!ucking the down 
from her own breast to make the nest in 
which to hatch her young. It is also said 
that if the hunters take the down, she 
will despoil herself for the second time, 
not calling upon the selfish drake until 
she has literally stripped herself. The 
drake is declared to be strict in keeping 
his mate toher duties, insisting that she 
shall attend to the work of hatching. If 
the duck ventures upon a walk, he does 
not offer to take her place while she goes 
gadding about, but, perhaps knowing she 
is too fond of idleness, cruelly drives her 
back to her househeld duty. The duck 
lays only five eggs, and if she feels that 
her nest is large enough and warm enough 
to hold more, she boldly robs her neigh- 
bors, carrying the eggs, one at a tims, 
under her wing, until she has seven or 
eight. 

However. when: the brood is hatched, 
the drake becomes a teacher to the young, 
Not in swimming, for that comes natural- 
ly, but in diving, which is a means of 
flight as well as finding food.

The acquisition of the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad by the 
Louisville and Nashville system 4as- 
sures to Atlanta another first-class 
railway connection with Cincinnati, 
Louisville and St. Louis, and thence 
into the great west.

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The Augusta Labor Trouble. 

A serious disagreement has arisen 
Hhetween the textile mill owners in Au- 
gusta and vicinity and _ the textile 
workers. The refusal of a 10 per cent 
increase in wages to the operatives of 
the King mill caused them to strike, 
and that action determined the mill 
owners of the Augusta district to close 
their mills and lock out about ten 
thousand operatives. 

There is no clearer proposition than 
that employers and employees in this 
country are independent within their 
own rights. The one may lawfully or- 
ganize and employ labor that will ac- 
cept offered terms and wages., The 
other may lawfully organize and ac- 
cept or refuse such offered terms and 
wages at their own pleasure. A recent 
notable decision by the New York 
court of appeals has given renewed 
emphasis to this just democratic doc- 
trine. 

But, as The Journal of Labor of this 
city so clearly stated in its editorial 
reproduced in The Constitution yester- 
day, “in the consideration of these 
questions of strikes and lockouts the

by both employers and employees.” 
The far-reaching effects of either of 
those drastic measures of enforcing 
terms should be kept in view. The 
comparison of rights, resources and 
results in either event of success or 
failure, whether of:the strikers cr the 
}lockouters, should be wisely made and 
the coursé adopted that will eventual- 
ly bring to pass the largest good to 
the greatest number. 

The Constitution, as the consistent 
friend of the working people of Geor- 
gia, hopes that it is not true that the 
King mill operatives, have been led to 
take inconsiderate action in this in- 
stance at the instigation of agents sent 
among them by the textile workers of 
Fall River and other cotton manufact 
uring centers of the eastern states. 
Our southern mill workets should not 
be deceived. They ought to know well 
that mills are being shifted from the 
east to the south to get the advantages 
of proximity to the fields, to secure 
the beneuts of our climate and cheaper 
conditions of life and labor. 

The coming of these mills means the 
opening of wider opportunities of work 
and fairly acceptable wages to hun- 
dreds of thousands of our men, women 
and youth. It should be remembered, 
algo, that the textile workers of the 
east cannot follow the machines en 
masse. Their plan of campaign is 
plain. If they can agitate our labor 
circles and instigate them to demands 
that would destroy any of the above 
advantages offered by the south over 
the east, then the mills might as well 
remain east, continue to employ east- 
ern and French Canadian alien labor, 
and destroy the prosperity and widen- 
ing profitableness of milling and mill 
labor in the south. 

A general strike or general lockout 
in any of our large milling centers at 
this season is greatly to be deplored. 
The summer will soon be upon us and 
our working people can ill afford to be 
idle and wageless at a time when most 
other fields of employment are at their 
minimum of demand.

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American Horses Abroad. 

Reports from abroad show that 
American horse flesh is rapidly grow- 
ing in demand in foreign markets. 
During the past six years Great Britain 
abone spent $35,000,000 in the United 
States in the purchase of horses, inde 
pendent of the $600,000,000 which she 
spent for mules. Last year not less 
than 75,000 horses were shipped from 
this country to England. 

Until 1895 the exportation of horses 
was not an important item in our for- 
eign commerce, but since then it has 
grown into something enormous and 
Great Britain is only one of the many 
foreign countries whose recognition of 
the superiority of American horse 
flesh is substantially attested by large 
purchases. During the p&st six years 
our shipments of horses to other coun- 
tries have been as follows: South 
Africa 37,465, Great Britain 22,698, 
Canada 8,438, Cuba 4,436, China 2,317, 
Philippines 1,578, Japan 1,535, British 
Colombia 795, British West Indies 199, 
and others scattering. 

Germany, France, Rissia and Aus- 
tria are likewise included among the 
number of foreign purchasers of Amer- 
ican horsefiesh, but they have just 
commenced to make purchases and

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ROYAL THEATERGOING. 


Arrangements That Are Made When 
King Edward Goes to the Play. 
Since the period of royal mourning ‘came 
to an end King Edward has more than 
maintained the reputation he made when 
prince of Wales as an ardent supporter 

of the stage. 

His majesty has recently visited five 
theaters, to the great joy of the theatri- 
cal managers and the theatrical profes- 
sion in general, among whom the war 
and public mourning have caused consid- 
erable pecuniary misfortune. 

The first of these visits was a particu- 
larly interesting event, for an English 
sovereign had not been to a play for over 
forty years. 

King Edward is observing the same 
practice as regards his visits to play- 
houses as he did before he ascended the 
throne. 

Contrary to the generat belief, members 
of the royal family, including the sov- 
ereign, invariably pay the usual charge 
for their theater boxes; though it stands 
to reason that it would be well worth 
the while of the manager to charge noth- 
ing for the privilege of royal patronage, 
if he were permitted to do so. 

The box is engaged and paid for on be- 
half of the king by his agent, Mr. George 
Ashton, of Bond street. There is always 
an understanding that the manager does 
ret make any public announcement of 
the intended visit of any member of the 
royal family to the theater. A breach 
of this rule on one occasion led to the 
particular prince not putting In an ap- 
pearance. 

When a member of the royal family re- 
quires the royal box, the management is 
usually notified two or three days in ad- 
vance. But, it has happened, especially 
when the prince (Albert Edward) of 
Wales occasionally paid flying visits from 
Sandringham to London, that, owing to 
short notice given, the box has already 
been sold. The purchaser has then been 
communicated with and politely requested 
to give up the box and engage it for an- 
other night. ' 

On one occasion, when the business 
manager communicated with the gentle- 
men who had bought the ticket for the 
reyal box for a performance which the 
prince subsequently expressed his desife 
to witness, the holder of the ticket abso- 
lutely refused to give up the box, ‘‘not for 
all the princes in the world.’’ So the posi- 
tion had to be explained, and the royal 
visit was postponed. 

The king is by no means easily pleased 
by a play. 

Before he decides to visit a theater he 
takes care to ascertain from the personal 
experience of some of his entourage, or 
from the press criticisms, which are care- 
fully studied for him, that it is likely to 
appear to his tastes, unless, as rarely hap- 
pens, he is determined, in the interests of 
some particularly favored manager or art- 
ist, to give a piece a ‘“‘fillip,’” by means 
of his patronage. 

On a few rare occasions, as prince of 
Wales, he attended first night perform- 
ances. In those days, if a plece bored 
his royal highness he would generally 
sit well back in the box so that his ennui 
should not be apparent to the audience.

IS PRESENTED BY MMILLAN 


senator Fathers Bill Providing for Safe Transit of 
Money by Mail-=-Major Otey’s Gigantic Scheme 
to Provide Good Roads. 


By JOS: OHL. 


Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—One of 
the most interesting schemes of legisla- 
tion which has been brought to the atten- 
tion of congress at this session is in- 
volved in bills presented by Mr. McMil- 


lan in the senate and Mr. Gardner, of | 


Michigan, in the house, their purpose, 
according to their title, being ‘““‘To prevent 
robbing the mail, to provide a safer and 
easier method of sending money by mail, 
and to increase the postal revenues.’ 

The bills are identical. Involved in 
themNis a project to create a postal cur- 
rency. The system is not original with 
the senator or the representative from 
Michigan, but was devised and patented 
‘by a private citizen, who offers it to the 
government free of all costs. His aim 
has been to provide for the preparation 
of paper money, especially the smaller 
bills, so that it can be safely transmitted 
through the mails without danger of be- 
ing stolen. The idea is to provide cur- 
rency which, when utilized as postal cur- 
rency, will be available only by the per- 
son for whom intended. 

Details of the Plan. 

The bill begins with a provision that 
all paper money ‘hereafter issued by the 
United States of the denominations of 
one dollar, two dollars and five dollars— 
except national bank notes—shall be of 
the form known as the post check, to be 
convertible by the holder into ‘a chéck 
to a named payee, if desired. It is de- 
signed to do this by providing that on 
each bill there shall be an appropriate 
blank space in which the holder may 
write his name and postoffice address and 
the name and postoffice address of the 
payee, and also a space wherein the 
payee, upon payment thereof, may write 
his own name as a receipt, and also a 
space wherein a postage stamp may be 
affixed. This currency shall also contain 
in plain letters on its face the words 
“post check,’’ and the words “before 
sending through the mails write name and 
addres8 of the sender and the payee in 
designated blanks;” and the space for the 
postage stamp shall contain the words 
“place here a 2-cent postage stamp and 
cancel with the initials of sender in ink 
before filling blanks, under penalty of 
$25."". For the clause making such cur- 
rency payable to the bearer shall be sub- 
stituted a clause maxing it payable to 
bearer if said spaces be not filled, other- 
wise to the payee named thereon. 

For some reason there is in the bill a 
provision that if any person shall fill or 
partly fill any space intended for a name 
or address without first affixing and can- 
celing a 2-cent stamp, such person shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be fined not more 
than $25. 

The Modus Operandi. 

Any post check when transformed by 
the addition of a stamp and writing in of 
the names and presented by the payee or 
the sender, shall be exchangeable at any 
money order postoffice for current funds, 
The postmaster is required to immediate- 
ly perforate and cancel the check, after 
which the check shall be no longer val- 
id for: circulation, and the postmaster 
shall forward the same to the depository 
designated for his office and shall Tre- 
ceive credit therefor as for any other 
money deposits. These canceled check 
notes are to be forwarded immediately 
by the depositaries to the treasury de- 
partment for exchange as in the case 
of other currency unfit for circulation. 

Any post check when transformed as 
provided and presented by the payee or 
the sender named thereon shall be re- 
deemed by the United States treasurer 
or assistant treasurers in Mke manner 
as if the space were not filled out. If 
the post check becomes mutilated or unfit 
for circulation, it may be exchanged for 
a new post check of like denomination. 

It is the idea of the author of this 
scheme that the bills shall pass current 
just as all other bills before they are 
transformed into post-checks. In other 
werds, the blank spaces upon the bills do 
not change their character as currency. 
They do not differ at all from existing 
bills except when it is the desire of the 


hclder to send them through the mails. 


A ‘Check on the Treasury. 

Then by the filling tn of the names and 
ithe addition of a 2-cent stamp the Dill 
has ceased to exist as currency and has 
been transformed into a check on the 
United States government, having all! the 
safety of any bank check. The payee on 
the receipt of the check indorses it ex- 
actly as he would any other check, cashes 
it at the nearest bank or postoffice, or de- 
posits it to his credit. When the paid 
check reaches the treasury ccpartment 
it is destroyed and a new Dill cf similar 
character is issued in its place. This 
keeps the circulation uniform. There is no 
change whaitever in the financial policy 
or currency system of the country out- 
side of the character of the printing of 
the bills of $% and under. 

It was part of the plan of the deviser of 
this system to provide for the issuance of 
$75,000,000 in fractional paper currency to 
take the place of the larger bills now is- 
sued. His idea was to go back to the 5, 
10, 15 and 50-cent paper currency so as to 
give an opportunity of sending fractional 
sums through the mails. This provision 
has, however, been omitted from the bills 
introduced by his friends. 

The bill has not yet been seriously con- 
sidered and in the press of other mat- 
ters before congress may not be given 
such attention as its special promoters 
seem to think it deserves. It is interest- 
ing, however, as illustrating one of the 
miany phases of proposed legislation. 

Its advocates claim that the proposed 
system would not entirely supersede the 
money order system because for money 
over $530 the cost would te slightly 
cheaper under the present money order 
System; but it is thought that such a 
system of postal, checks as is proposed 
would be a great aonvenience for those de- 
siring to send small amounts through the 
mails; and it is argved that one of the 
special advantages of the new system 
would be the renewal of the much used 
srpaller currency and would lead to 
much cleaner money in consequence. 

Major Otey and Good Roads. 

Major Peter Otey, of Virginia, who is so 
well known in Atlanta, where he frequent- 
ly visits, is an enthusiastic beMever in 
gcod roads. He thinks that it is of the 
greatest importance that there should be 
a uniform system of good roads in the 
states and territories of the United States 
to the end that there may be increased 
facilities for the dissemination of knowl- 
edge by means of rural free a@clivery and 
a more free and sufficient state commerce. 

In a bill, whose purpose is to provide 
such a system of roads, Major Otey sets 
forth in the preamble that ‘‘the people of 
the United States demand good roads as 

compensation for the burdens of 
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taxation which they bear for foreign com- 
merce.”’ 

The major is not at all modest in the 
demand he makes for this very laudable 
enterprise. He asks that the sum oe” 
$160,000,000 be set aside by the secretary 
of the treasury to be known as the “good 
roads fund,’’ and in order that there may 
be no mistake about the existence of 
such fund, he provides in his bill that 
the secretary of the treasury may, if no 
money is available unappropriated, sell 
t-onds for the purpose of this act, at a 
rate of interest not to exceed 2 per 
centum per annum. 

With the establishment of this fund the 
sccretary of agriculture is directed to 
apply the amount of the fund to the con- 
struction of good roads and highways in 
the forty-five states and four territories 
of the nation on such plans and specifica- 
tions as -he may adopt as being fitted to 
secure permanent, good and substantial 
highways in the respective localities, 
such roads and highways to be varied in 
construction only as may be demanded in 
the character of the materia] of the dif- 
ferent sections. 

All the States To Be Benefited. 

Major Otey’s idea is that the construc- 
tion should. proceed ‘tontemporaneously 
in the states and territories as nearly 
as practicable; provgled, that after $1 
per capita has been expended in any 
state or states or territory or territories 
no further expenditure is to be made until 
work is completed in all the states and 
territories. 

Condemnation proceedings must be un- 
der the existing laws of the respective 
states and territories and all damages 
assessed must be charged to and paid out 
of that state’s quota of the good roads 
fund in which the damage is assessed. 

To the secretary of. agriculture is giv- 
en authority to organize the necessary 
force of engineers to superintend the 
construction of these roads end high- 


-ways, the only provision being that all 


appointments must be distributed in the 
respective states in proportion to popu- 
lation, if practicable. 

Provision is made that the secretary 
shall construct these roads hy letting 
contracts to the lowest bidder, unless, tn 
his opinion, the work can be done more 
satisfactorily otherwise, and he is given 
authority by the bill to do any part 
or the whole of the work in any of the 
states and territories by government force 
or contract, ag it may appear to him 
best for the public interest. 

States Must Accept. 

it is provided that the balance of the 
$18,000,000 remaining after the general ex- 
penditures and the expenditure of. $1 per 
capita in said states and territories shall 
constitute a reserve fund to be dealt with 
by congress. There is also a provision 
in the bill that nothing in the act shal 
be construed as authorizing the tmprove- 
ment of any part of a road or street 
within the corporate limits af any in- 
ccorporated town or city. All roads con- 
structed under this act when completea 
are to become the property of the re- 
spective states and territories and subject 
to their laws and regulations; No -work 
shall be done in any state or territory 
under this act until the legislatures of 
said states or territories shall have pass- 
ed acts accepting and approving of its 
terms. 

The bill has been referred to the com- 
mittee on agriculture where it !s now 
pending. I violate no confidence in say- 
ing that in all probability it will slumber 
there. There are too many other purposes 
for whigh $100,900,000 may be used to war- 
rant the belief that congress will ap- 
propriate that sum for the building of 
good roads, however valuable such a 
System as the one which is the obfect 
of Major Otey’s bill would prove to the 
people of the country. 

Freedmen’s Inquiry Commission. 

If a bill introduce@ by Mr. Irwin, of 
Kentu&ky, becomes a law a commission 
will be created for the purpose \of in- 
quiring into the condition of the colored 
pecple of the United States. 

His bill calls for what t to be known 
as the “‘freeadman’s inquiry commission,” 
and is to be composed of five persons 
appointed by the president. The duty 9%f 
this commission, according to the provis- 
ions of the bill, is to make a compre- 
hensive investigation of the condition of 
the people of the negro race, their ed- 
ucational progress, and the best means of 
promoting harmony between the races. 
The commission is to investigate by 
means of hearings and in such other 
manner as its members deem desirable, 
and report their views concerning the 
adjustment of the troubles affecting the 
harmonious relation of the races. Not 
to exceed $12,000 a year is to be expended 
upon the work of the commission, but 
its members, whose term of service i!s 
fixed at three years each, are each to 
receive a salary of $3,500 per year, to- 
gether with actual traveling expenses.

Authoritative  Bavice as to Terres- 
trial Floriculture. 

LAppincott’s Magazine: Most persons 
who attempt window gardens in boxes fail 
with them, therefore the impression pre- 
vails that it is not am easy phase of gar- 
dening. But the reason of failure, nine 
times out of ten, ig that not enough wa- 
ter 1s given to supply the needs of the 
plants. A. little is applied in the morning 
and more later in the day, and because 
the surface of the soil looks moist the 
owner takes it for granted that it must 
be damp all through An examination 
would convince her that a few inches be- 
low the surface the soil is almost, if not 
quite.@ust-dry. The fact is, evaporation 
takes place so rapidly from a box ex- 
posed to the action of air and wind and 
sunshine, as most window boxes are, that 
small amounts of water do but little to- 
ward supplying the plants with the mols. 
ture needed at their roots. To keep it in 
proper condition at least a pailful of wa- 
ter should be applied every day, and in 
very hot weather even that may not be 
enough. Make it a rule to usé so muck 
water that some will run away through 
the cracks and crevices of the box. 

When this takes place you may be quite 
sure that all the soil in the box is satu- 
rated with it. And if you keep it satu. 
rated throughout the season you can grow 
zood plants in any window box. This ts 
the secret of success, provided, of course, 
you have chosen plants adapted to win- 
dow-box culture. Do not make use of 
delicate varieties, but use geranium, 
both flowering and fragrant leaved sorta, 
coleus, heliotrope, fuchsia, lantanas, pe- 
tunias, phiox, n.aturtiums, mignonetta 
sweet alyssum, and such vines as money- 
wort, tradeseantia, vinca. othonna, |e 
belia, and saxifraga. Plant these at the 
sides of the box, to droop over and 
tide it. 

A morning glory at each end can be 
trained up and over the window, and 
will provide you with floral awning Iii 
you give it something to clamber ove 
in the shape of a framework projecting _ 
from the top of the window. ¥

The purchase of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern by the Louisville and Nash- 
vile means that Atlanta is to have an- 
other tarough route to the Oho river 
gateways which will greatly improve her 
railway facilities to the ncithwest. 

The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, 
aithough the short line between Atlanta 
and Knoxville and recognized as a valu- 
able link in a through line between the 
scutheast and the northwest; has hitherto 
been an isolated line, which Tas gotten 
litle business which did not either origi- 
raie or end at one of its local points. 

This has been largely due to the fact 
that the road was bottled up at Marietta 
by the Nashville, Chattancoga and St. 
Leuis, while at Knoxville the cnly outlet 
it had was the Southern, and as the 
Southern had a line parallelng it, of 
course very little through business was 
thrown to the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Nerthern by this line. 

Now that the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern hus been acquired by the 
I<uisville and Nashville and _e that 
line is to extend from Jellico to 
lh noxville, the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern will have an outlet on 
the north to Cincinnati and Louisville 
and on the south to Atlanta over the 
Western and Atlantic, which is leased by 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
ea Louisville and Neshville prc perty. 

Competition Is Insured. 

Thijs will give -Atlanta competition to 
Cincinnati and Louisville far bitter than 
she enjoys at the present time. The dis- 
tance from Atlanta io Cincinnati via the 
Southern and the Cincinnati Southern, 
which it controls, is 499 miles. The dis- 
tance by the Louisville and Nashville’s 
present line via Nashville is f90 miles. The 
rew line which will be established when 
the Louisville and Nashkvilie bvilds into 
Knoxville instead of being 100 miles 
lengef than the Southern’s line between 
Atianta and Cincirnati, wil) be only about 
10 milés longer. 

A new rcute to Louisville will als> be 
€:tablished which, while lorger than the 
Louisville and Nashville's route via Nash- 
ville, will be shorter than the Southern's 
rove Via Lexington. The distance to 
Louisville by the new route will be about 
499 miles. 

The establishment of these lines will 
mean much to Atlanta in the matter of 
freight rates. There fs very little use for 
the intervention of the-interstate com- 
merece commission concerning business be- 
tween points which have ectively com- 
peting lines.

The Louisville amd Nashville will be 
sure to put on through passenger trains 
Letween Atlanta and Cincinnati over its 
tresent line from Nashville to Jellico, the 
Jellico-Knoxville extension, the Atlanta, 
K.roxville and Northern from Knoxville 
t. Marictta and the Western and At- 
lantic from Marietta to Atlanta. 

Outlet for Traffic. 
Although the Louisville and Nashville 
ocntrols a line into Atlanta, it has never 
yet run its trains into this city, but with 
the opening of this new through line At- 
lonta wil) be made one of the Louisville 
and Nashville’s most important points. 
When it is remembcred that the Louisville 
and Nashville has a half interest in the 
lease eof the Georgia nailroad it can be 
seen that it will have no trouble in finding 
an outlet for its traffic, either freight or 
passer ger. 

The deal between the Iouisville and 
Nashville and the owners of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern has already been 
completed. The only step that remains be- 
fore the new through line can be put into 
vse is the construction of the extension 
between Jellico end Knoxville. This will 
hardly be more than 60 miles in length 
and it wil] require no great time to hav» 
it ready for trains. The right of way has 
aJready been secured and the work of con- 
Struction will begin in a short time. 

The lines (§ the Louisville and Nash- 
ville between Cincinnati and Jellico have 
hitherto been only of value as local lines 
and have carried no through travel] at 
all, as has been the case with the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern. The 
merging of these comparatively unim- 
portant local lines into a great through 
trunk line is fully in line with the poll- 
cy which the railroads have been follow- 
ing so consistently during recent years. 

At this time it is not possible to as- 
certain how long it will be before this 
line will be put into operation. How- 
ever, it has been known for a !ong time 
that the Louisville and Nashville was 
quite desirous of having closer connec- 
tion with Atlanta and now that the oppor. 
tunity is open it is believed that the 
Officials of that system will lose no time 
in putting their ideas into effect. 

A Hold on Atlanta Business. 

One feature of the purchase of the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern by the 
Louisville and Nashville is that it puts 
an end to the scheme of that road's 
building @to Atlanta for at least nine- 
teen years—the time that the lease of 
the Western and Atlantic has to run. It 
has been suggested that one reason for 
the Louisville and Nashville's buying 
the Atlanta. Knoxvilfe and Northern is 
that it is not willing to risk its hold 
on Atlanta business on the prospect 
of retaining the lease cn the state's road 
and ig even at this early date looking 
fcrward to what may be a cortingency 
when the lease expires. 

During recent years the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern has been greatly Im- 

proved. The switch badks over tha 
mountains which formerly made it almost 
useless have all been taken out and it 
is now regarded as quite a valuable piece 
of property. Ir the hands of such an azx- 
gressive system as the Louisville an4 
Nashville it will in all probability be 
made to employ its full earning power 
and from ihis Atlanta will-be one of 
the greatest gainers.

Buccleuth Finishes Third, a Length 
Away—Race Worth $6,000 to 
Winner—Abe Frank Held 
at Prohibitive Price 
of 1 to 6. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 8.—The Tennes- 
see Derby at a mile and an eighth, valued 
at about $6,000, was won today by George 
C. Bennett’s Hanover colt, Abe Frank, 
by a neck from Lou Woods. Buccleuth 
finished third, a lenght away. 

Derby day opened bright amd clearand as 
early as the noon hour great crowds 
were moving toward Montgomery park. 
When the Derby was called it was es- 
timated that 15,000 people were present. 
Of the six starters named last night only 
four faced the flag, Ed Austin and H. L. 
Coleman declining the issue. In the ring 
Abe Frank was held at the prohibitive 
price of 1 to 6 Lou Woods, with Nash 
Turner in the saddle, was second choice 
at sixes, while Buccleuth sold at 8 and 
10. At the second attempt starter Fitz- 
gerald caught the field in perfect line 
and dropped the flag. Winfield took 
Buccleuth to the front at the start and, 
closely followed by Red Hook and 
Abe Frank, made the running for a mile. 
When the horses turned for home Co- 
burn sent the favorite forward and it 
looked as if he would win in a romp, 
but at the sixteenth pole Leu Woods 
came with a rush which sent Coburn to 
the whip.

EXPERT HOME KEEPERS 


RS. ROBERT EMORY PARK, 

state regent of the Daughters of 

the American Revotution, has re- 
turned from Milledgeville, where ahe was 
the guest of Mrs. J. Harris Chappel, re- 
gent of the Nancy Hart chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, and 
wife of the president of the Normal and 
Industrial school. 

‘TI was the guest of the historic old 
mansion over which Mrs. Chappel pre- 
sides so gracefully, and which is on the 
campus of the Normal and Industrial 
college,’’ said Mrs. Park, in reference to 
her visit. 

“T had every opportunity to see the lat- 
ter institution during its working hours, 
and I do not believe there is an educa- 
tional institution in the state that more 
fully meets the demands for which it 
stands. 

“Every department of the college is an 
interesting study in itself, while the stu 
dent ‘tbody represents to me the very flow- 
er of the state’s young womanhood. 

‘The academic and collegiate ,course 
equips young women as completely as 
does an educational institution for wom- 
en in the south, while in the industrial 
department of the school I see the medi- 
um of a development for a new era 
among the women of the state, especially 
those of tie rural districts. 

‘In the industrial department the arts 
of home life and domesticity are raised to 
that high plane where cookery, house 
work and sewing are no longer looked 
upon as an inevitable drudgery in the life 
of woman, but rather as vehicles through 
which she can develop therself, at the 
same time bringing prosperity to the 
home and indirectly to the community.” 

Mrs. Park talked interestingly of the 
svstematic training given the young wom- 
en in all the practical things of life—just 
the things she, believeg should be known 
by all women, no matter what their vo- 
cation. 

“The junior class of tihe tndustrial de- 
partment of the college gave me a junch- 
eon--which was the daintiest I ever en- 
joyed,”” said Mrs. Park. ‘‘They prepared 
it in the presence of the guests and we 
enjoyed the cooking and general detail 
preceding the luncheon as much as we 
did the very delicious things subsequently 
served. 


“Two members of the class set the 


table, every appointment of it being sim- 
ple but artistic. The flowers in the cen- 
ter in their grace of arrangement would 
have been a credit to the most expert 
florist, and it was all done with so much 
good cheer and grace. Then we saw the 
soup made, the croquettes fried, the as- 
paragus creamed, and the salad made. 
Even the ice cream we saw undergo fin- 
ishing touches, and the dainty wafers 
served with it. I noticed the extreme 
care taken in the preparation of the Rus- 
sian tea, while every dish underwent 
some decorative touch, that added to the 
charm of the meal. It was all prepared 
with so much skill and dexterity, with- 
cut a flushed face, a grease spot On an 
apron or the spilling of anything, and 
the young women were so happy as they 
went about it, the occasion suggested 
that instead of cooking being the drud-

gery of the home, it can be raised to the 


standard of a pleasurable art—one of the 
most interesting phases of a wonman’s 
duty at home. 

“Do I think that the time for this in- 
dustrial training should be taken from 
the regular collegiate course pursued by 
all the yvoung women students? Emphat- 
ically yes. I believe that all voung wom- 
én should be taught the fundamental 
principles of scientific housekeeping, and 
that especially should they be taught 
ecokery, not only from the standpoint of 
good cooking being the basis of the well- 
kept home, but because of the economic 
value of such knowledge is to a woman, 
and the ability it gives her to intelll- 
gently direct the affairs of her house- 
hold. 

“For instanc?®. an interesting feature 
of the luncheon prepared by the junior 
class of the college was the fact that in 
the purchase of the food, its preparation, 
seasoning, etc., the young women calcu- 
lated the value of our luncheon to be 15 
cents a plate. 

“You may exclaim, but that was the 
actual cost of it, one of the objects of 
the class being to teach the young wom- 
en the economic value of foods, and the 
principle that nothing should ever be 
wasted.,”’

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 8.—The effect of yesterday's 
flurry in the money market was dissipated to- 
day, and an aggressive leadership wag devel- 
oped on the recovery in stocks. This leader- 
ship eeemed to remain with the western men, 
who took hold of the market late last week. 
There was some evidence that their forces 
had been recruited from other sources, while 
their position was stronger by reason of the 
shaking off of a weak following by yester- 
day’s reaction. The extension of the short 
interest during yesterday's decline was also a 
technical factor of strength in today’s mar- 
ket. The reassurance of the speculative ele- 
ment was not immediate this morning, and 
there was considerable wavering and wunecer- 
tainty in the early movement of prices; in 
there was not much itn the market up 
to-noon, outside of the persistent absorption 
of Louisville and: Nashville and the sharp 
advance in Amalgamated Copper, apparently 
a continuation of yesterday’s movement. Louis- 
ville and Nashville proved the central figure 
of the market, and its aggressive advance was 
the dominating factor in the broadening de- 
mand for stocks. The dealings in the stock 
were on an enormous scale, and there were 
indications that the western contingent of 
speculators was reinforced on the buying side 
by a well known operator who only recently 
returned from a long trip to recuperate his 
health. The explanations offered for the rise 
were mostly in the nature of surmises on the 
part of speculators. The reported acquisition 
of the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern rail- 
way was believed to be the preliminary to ac- 
tive ineursion into new territory.

Charter Revision Commis: 


sion to Discuss Plan for 
Greater Atlanta. 


REPORT WAS SUBMITTED 
AT SESSION YESTERDAY 


Committee on Streets, Sewers and 
Sanitation Has Disposed of 
the Bulk of Its _ 
Work. | 


The charter revision commission heid 
a long and interesting session yesterday 
afternoon and discussed many purposed 
changes and amendments to the city 
charter. 

The committee is now zetting down to 
gcod hard work, and th: various reports 
from subcormittecs will soon be in shape. 
The first pertial 1eport submitted was 
that of the committee on streets, sewers 
and ‘enitaticn, which was read and 
adop-ed at ycsterday’s meeting. This re- 
‘port, which deals with only the two 
branches of the subject, is a volumfinous 
document of fourteen typewritten pages, 
and goes inte the question of changes in 
detail. The cther nranch of the subject 
vill be taken up at onc>, and it is prob- 
able that a complete report will be reudy 
by the next meeting of the commission, 
which takes place Tuesday of week after 
next. 

- The most*importunt matter before the 
commission vesterday was a discussion 
«f proposed charges in 
The committee having this matter undcr 
consideration submitted an informal and 
incomplicte report at a recent meeting, in 
Which the idea of extending the city lim- 
its except in the case of Peachtree dis- 
trict was deprecated. ‘ihe report also 
£dvocated nite: wards. 

Th findings of the committee on this 
Snbject will not be considered by any 
Means final and the subject will be at 
once reopencd. A majority of the m?2m- 
hers seem to favor a general extension of 
the city’s lim‘ts so as to take in all out- 
Iving property which is improved and 
within a reasonab!e radius from the cen- 
tral part of the city, s° as tw give At- 
lanta an official populaticn proportionate 
to what she really has. 

In order to plaee the matter squarely 
before the people most interested, prop- 
erty owners of the Perchtree district. 
Vittsburg and other outlying sections 
which now enjoy the privilexres of At- 
lanta without participating in the bur- 
dens of taxation will be invited to appear 
before the committee and give expres- 
tion t their views. It is understood that 
the residents of the Peachtree district 
are all strcngly in favor of coming int» 
Atlanta. 

Number of Wards. 

Another subject the committee wil 
take up in this connection will be that of 
changing the number of wards. Thera 
' geems to be a general sentiment in favor 
of increasing the nambecr of werds in the 
city to ten or twelve, and changing the 
number of councilmen an@ aldermen. 

One of the most interesting phases of 
the various contemplated changes is the 
subject of boards of control. It seems to 
be the desire to take all boards out of 
politics as much as possible, and giv the 
mayor the power to appoint all members, 
each ward to have representation, the ap- 
pointments to be confirmed by the mayor. 

Judzing by the vast amcunt of work to 
be done, the charter will not be anything 
like revised by the time originally con- 
templated, in July.

R. T. NESBITT SPEAKS. 

Gainesville, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)— 
Hon. R. T. Nesbitt. candidate for com- 
missioner of agriculture, spoke to a large 
audience at the court house today at the 
conclusion of Mr. Terrell’s speech. He 
was introduced by Colonel Fletcher M.

TERRELL IN GAINESVILLE. 

Gainesville, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—

He spoke for more than an hour and 
was given close attention. 

Mr. Terrell, following the precedent 
set in all of his speeches throughout the 
state, did not refer to. either of his, op- 
ponents by name, but his remarks about 
discharged railroad employees and lob- 
byists were construed as a hit at Mr.

WILL APPEAL 10 
SUPREME COURT 


Comptroller General To Carry Up L. 
and N. Taxation Case. 


THINKS HE HAS GOOD CASE 


Believes the Western of Alabama 
Stock Held in Georgia Is Tax- 
able Under the State 
Constitution of 
1877. 


An appeal will be taken from the de- 
cision of Judge W. T. Newman in the 
cease of the Lcuisville and Nashville 
Raflroad Company and others against 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright and 
others direct to the supreme court of the 
United Stetes. 

Judge Newman, as was stated in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, granted an in- 
junction restraining Comptrolier General 
Wright from collecting taxes on $1,500, 000 
of the stock of the Western Railway of 
Alabama held by the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company, of which the 
Louisville and Nashville is the lessee. 

The comptroller general had demandcd 
taxes from the Georgia railroad on this 
stock for abcut twenty years, the amount 
averaging $7,500 a year, or a total of about 
$150,000. Besides this he expected to col- 
lect interest at the rate of 7 per cent per 
annum since 1887.: This was only the 
Georgia railroad side of it. The Central

of Georgia Railway. Company holds a 
like amount of the stock, but there is a 
question whether the taxes can be col- 
lected on it prior to the reorganization 
whica would date from 1894. Of course, 
since the decision of Judge Newman, 
there is a question whether the tax can 
be collected at all, and only the decision 
of the United States surreme court witli 
determine that, as the matter of the 
Central's hcldings of this stock was icft 
in statu quo until the litigation ovér that 
held by the Georgia has bkcen disposed of. 

Comptroller Ger.eral Wright said yes- 
terday that he wou!d carry the matter at 
once to the supreme court of the United 


involving taxation that have zone into 
the court since he has been @omptroller 
general. 

The comptroller general says the de- 
cision of Judge Newman appears to have 
been bused cn a decision rend2red before 
the adcption of the constitution of 1877. 
The constitution «f 1853 did not requir2 
the taxation of ail property held in tha 
State, but permitted exemptions either 
by legislative act or by lapses. The con- 
Stitution of 1877, he says, requires the 
taxation of all property held in the state, 
end dces not permit the exemption of 
any of it by the legislature or otherwise. 

Conptroller General Wright thinks wn- 
der the constitutlun of 1877 his point with 
1eference to the taxability cf the property 
in question will hoid. If this is the case, 
he will be able to collect something like 
$250,009 back taxes, including interest, out 
of the Georgia and Central of Georgia 
railroads, but should the supreme court 
decide against him he wil! get nothing 
fur tie state.

The strong, heavy winds prevailing yes- 
tetday afternoon, which caused many 
complaints and no liffle discontent, will 
prove a decided blessing to this section 
of the country unless a dull calm takes 
their place during the night. 

The wind preventéd a frost. which com- 
ing at this time, would have brought se- 
vere damage to southern frufts and veg- 
etation and in many instances cause a 
complete and total annihilation of the 
green sprouts just now putting forth. A 
calm, a lull or even @ pronounced de- 
creaged in the velocity of winds meant al- 
most beyond a doubt the absence of early 
vegetables from the dinfier table this 


spring. 4 

The winds were full of life and vigor at 
2 o'clock this morning, and the chances 
for a frost were at that hour compara- 
tively slim; still, a frost was not among 


the impossibilities. 

The storm which caused the rain Sun- 
day morning was central Monday morn- 
ing over southern Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. the barometer over that section— 
southern Mississippi and Louisiana—being 
99.80, one-fifth of an inch below the nor- 
mal. At that same hour Monday morning 
cloudy weather covéred the states east 
of the Mississippi, Georgia included. Rain 
was then falling at New Orleans, Vicks- 
burg. Meridian and Knoxville, as well 
es in Atlanta. During Monday the storm 
moved east across southern Alabama and 
Georgia and at 7 o’clock Monday night 
was central over Savannah, where the ba- 
rometer was 29.70, or ten-one hundredths 
of an inch lower than on Monday Morn- 
ing. 

Storm Moves North. 

On reaching the coast Monday at Savan- 
nah the storm took a direction to the 
north along the coast of the Carolinas 
and Virginia,. becoming central over Nor- 
folk Tuesday morning, where the barom- 
efer showed 29.35—more than one-half inch 
below the normal. General rains éccurred 
Monday and Tuesday along the track of 
the storm. 

After the storm passed to the east the 
high barometer from the northwest moved 
in rapidly and caused a decided fall In 
the temperature over the states south of 
the Ohio and east of Texas. This area 
of cold temperaiture will spread easterly 
in the rear of the storm, bringing colder 
weather tonight to the middle and south 
Atlantic coast states. : 

About Altlanta and this section the tem- 
perature will keep low tonight, Dut it 
will begin to rise Thursday morning, the 
rise being due to the influence of an 
area of low barometer in the west. 

It promises to be warmer today and 
fair. That means the indications for rain 
are slight. 

The great thing to be feared now is the 
luHing of the heavy, hard, strong winds 
of Tuesday. Should that ocour a frost 
would likely follow and it would prove 
quite damaging. There has been frosts 
in Atlanta as late as the month of June.

Ask that his name appear on each bal-

for the ilegisiature, because ne states 
woat he has done and wnat ne proposes 
to ago if elected. 

(he people should Know the facts and 
(hou tuey will vote for Charles i. Branan 
for one of the members of the legislature 
of Fulton county, tor one or for ail of the 
following reasons: 

1, When a member of the legislature 
of 1894, on his own motion, he introduced 
a bill to place county and state officials 
of Fulton county on salaries to be paid 
Out of the present fees received by 
them. 

2. Since 1894 the grand jury at eight sep- 
arate terms has indorsed and commended 
this measure and requested the members 
from Fulton county to introduce this 
bill, placing county and state officials on 
salaries, and these members have failed 
to do so. This is the first time any 
measure has ever been indorsed and rec- 
ommended at eight separate terms of the 
grand jury of Fulton county. 

3. The grand jury at one term branded 
the present system the “vicious fee sys- 
tem” and stated that the people of Ful- 
ton county could save $69,000 cach year 
if the county and state officials of said 
county were placed on salaries, 

4. Charles I, Branan, if elected, wil] in- 
troduce and advocate this bill, placing 
county and state officials of Fulton coun- 
ty on salaries. 

56. Mr. Branan was a member of the 
finance committe> of the lower house in 
1894 and 1895, and as such took an active 
part in making the tax rate for 1895 
and 1896 less than it had been for years; 
but since 1896 the tax rate has been grad- 
ually increased by cach legislature and 
the present high tax rate should alarm 
the people. 

6. Mr. Branan was the first to agitate 
public opinion by distributing printed 
matter in favor of glass fronts for stre>t 
cars to protect motormen in bad weather, 
and also was the first one ‘to introduce 
a bill in the state of Georgia requiring 
the street car companies to equip their 
cars with glass fronts. 

7. Mr. Branan, as chairman of the com- 
mittee on labor and labor statistics, car- 
ried the bill through the house requiring 
an examination of all stationary engi- 
neers in Atlanta, thereby protecting the 
people from dangér by having competent 
engineers in the large buildings and under 
the sidewal¥ts throughout the city and 
also kept “tramp ‘scab’ labor’ out of 
the city. 

8. Mr. Branan is the only member from 
Fulton county who advocated the bil! 
which would have enabled railroad men 
(who had lost their nosition on account 
of some unintentional act on thir part). 
fo secure a position without making an 
armni*-ation to a certain company, 
which had him blacklisted for «dme min. 
or cause. but could make awmnlication to 
anv bond company which had the propir 
emount of money deposited in the statc 
treasury. 

9. It was Mr. Branan who introduced 
and passed the resolutien havine the 
nemination of rovernar ond atate house 
officers to be on the same day all over 
the state. and this hee nrevented a egret 
Geal of strife and hitterness formerly 
caused bv long camnpaiens. 

10, Mr. Rranan will advocate and gn- 
port al] measures pertaining to the in- 
terest of the neonle.
